York, Believed On Verge of Nervous Collapse, 
Refuses Comment Other Than Declaration 
That Hostile Atmosphere at Trial Was 
Solely Responsible for Conviction Which 


Surprised Him.

Found guilty on five charges of bribery by a jury which de- 
liberated less than four hours, Councilman Harry York, of the 
sixth ward, early Saturday night was sentenced by Judge John 
D. Humphries in Fulton superior court to serve three years on 
the chain gang and pay fines totaling $3,000 and to pay an addi- 
tional $1,000 or serve two more years on the gang. ' 

The jury’s verdict, reached after five days of trial, came 
according to Special Prosecutor William Schley Howard, as “a 
great victory for the peeple”’ in the first of a long series of cases 
resulting from a five-month investigation into alleged municipal 
graft and corruption which was launched after an editorial in 
The Constitution demanded action of Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin and the grand jury on charges which had been circulated 
over the city for months, 

Councilman York immediately filed notice of an appeal and Judge 
Humphries fixed this bond at. $10,000 in addition to a similar bond the 
councilman now has poste o assure his appearance on a number of other 
indictments pending agai him. 

York was taken to the; . Iton tower where, after remaining two hours, 
he was released in bond f ished by the Natianal Surety Company.

Explanation of laws governing pri- 
maries and elections im the borough 
of Atlanta, Fulton ¢ounty and in state 
elections was made Saturday by Wil- 
liam 8S. Richardson, county registrar ; 
Walter C. Taylor, borough registrar, 
and J. P. Wall, chairman of the 
horough democratic executive com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Wall declared that he would 
enll a meeting of the borough commit- 
tee within the next few weeks to dis- 
cuss many matters relative to the pri- 
mary, at which local officials will be 
nominated. ‘The exact date has not 


yet been set. 

Under the law a voter must have 
paid his taxes for the preceding year 
in order to be eligible to cast ballots 


in the berough primary. He _ also 
must register each year with the bor- 
ough registrar since the borough list 
is not what is known as a perpetual 
registration list; in other words, all 
those who pay their taxes are not 
automatically registered as they are in 
Fulton county. 

The democratic committee of the 
borough sets the date for the prima- 
ries and the date for closing of the 
registration lists, usually 30 days be- 
fore the election takes place. Ordi- 
narily, entrance lists for candidates 
also are closed at the same time that 
the registration lists are closed.

Move Creates Largest Unit 
of Kind in World; Runs 
50 Years. 


BERLIN, March 22.—(UN)—A 
définite agreement, regarded as the 
rst step in aligning German ship- 
ping interests in the largest organiza- 
tion of its kind ever known, has 
been reached by the North. German 
Lloyd and Hambuig-American Lines, 
it was disclosed today. The agree- 
ment provides for an interlockiyg 
board of directors and a pooling of 
profits between the two leading lines, 
and will run for 50 years. 

Simultaneously it was reported that 
the Hamburg-Sudamerika Line al- 
ready had accepted terms under, which 
it would become a subsidiary concern 
and that the Hansa Line was on the 
point of joining. 

It is understood the 330 vessels rep- 
resented in’ the agreement, totaling 
2,000,000 tons of shipping, will con- 
tinue under thé resfiective flags of 
North German Lloyd and Hamburg- 
America, but that the directorate fea- 
ture and the pooling of profits will 
make the arrangement tantamount 
to a merger. 

It was learned that final negotia- 
tions were being concluded on boar 
the Europa, now on her maiden voy- 
age to New York.

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GHTY MAMMALS ‘EXTERMINATION FEARED 
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World Conference Topic

WASHINGTON, March 22.-%4)— 
Because of the possibility o. complete 
extermination of whales through their 
increasing slaughter by man, conserva- 
tion of the largest mammal has becom~ 
a subject for concerted international 
effort. 

_ Dr. Remington Kellogg, Smithson- 
ian mammalogist and research asso- 
ciate of the Carnegie institute of 
Washington, announced today that he 
will leave New York Monday for Ber- 


lin to. attend’ an international eonfer- 


ence: on whale consefyation to begin 
April 3. The meeting, called by Sir 
Sydney Chapman, chairman of the 
economic committee of the League of 
Nations, will assemble whale ‘experts 
from practically every country of the 
world. The whale will be considered 
biologically with emphasis upon_ its 
migratory, feeding and breeding habits, 
Dr. Kellogg said. 

It is expected that.the findings of 
this gathering will be embodied in 
recommendations seekin uniform leg- 
islation among nations ts keep the 
killing of whales below the danger 
line. The goal is both to conserve the 
whale and at ihe same time to pre- 
serve an essential industry. 

Dr. Kellogg, the lone delegate from 


d the United States, explained that each 


expert will-attend the meeting in a 
personal capacity rather than as a 
government representative. 

About 30,000 whales were killed 
last year, Dr. Kellogg estimated, an 
amount probably twice as great as the 
kill any year during the period of the 
last century when the American whal- 
ing industry was at its crest. He 
placed the number killed at 500.000 
since 1900 to supply the world with 
whale oil, whalebone, and soaps, face 
creams, angi kindred products in which 
the oil prominently figures. 

Many authorities believe that the 
number of whales has reached its low- 
est point, with thé annual kill already 
im excess of the natural increase, and

the slaughter growing yearly. Cer- 
tain areas of the seas, where whales 


formerly were abundant, are now de- 
pleted, Dr. Kellogg said. 

The whale, it was pointed out, no 
longer has a sporting chance in the 
unequal battle with man. When it 
was hunted in.open boats with hand 
harpoons, .all species had some oppor- 
tunity of escape. Against present day 
methods, featuring the explosive, 
econnon-shot harpoon, swift steam 
vessels and “spotting” airplanes, Dr. 
Kellogg said. even the speediest one 
is practically helpless.

War on “gun tote’ was declared 
by Recorder A. W. Callaway Satur- 
day following hearing of a case 
of disorderly conduct against Jim 
Hudson, colored, of a Haynes street 
address. The negro was arrested by 
Patrolmen Robert MeGill and the 
late Charlie Crankshaw about two 
weeks before Officer Crankshaw was 
slain in the performance of his duty 
by a negro.

They 
stopped to invéstigate and the negro, 
he said, attempted to draw a gun on 
Officer Crankshaw. McGill then fired 
and struck Hudson in the right arm, 
fracturing the bone. 

On the strength of this testimony 
Recorder Callaway bound the negro 
over to the city court on a‘charge of 
carrying a coneealed weapon and set 
his bond at $300. Facing the court- 
room the recorder then spoke briefly 
on the merits of Patrolman Crank- 
shaw, declaring that his death was 
brought about by a “gun-toter,” and 
announced that in the future the way 
of any brought before him on this of- 
fense would be exceedingly hard.

NEILL DECIDES

With a meeting of the state demo- 
cratic exeeutive committee expected 
in April, indication that Senator Wil- 
liam J. Harris is to have primary op- 
position, and the elimination of W. 
C. Neill from the list of prospective 
candidates for governor, Georgia poli- 
tics are beginning to warm up. 

Neill announced, in a dispatch given 
out at Columbus Saturday, that he 
would not be a candidate for governor, 
but instead that he would be a candi-

There is a large field of candi- 
dates, hdwever, left in the race for 
governor and several who have indi- 
cated that they will run for secretary 
of state.

GINGER’ ALMENT 
BAFFLES DOCTOR 


Nine New Cases in Geor- 
gia Brings State’s Total 
to Twenty-Three. 


Spread of “Jamaica ginger” paraly- 
sis Saturday in Georgia, with. nine 
new cases reported, following on the 
heels of four new attacks Friday, was 
regarded as an indication of .the fu- 
tility of present methods of combating 
its afflictions. 

The fearsome paralysis of the lower 
limbs, believed caused by.drinking of 
Jamaica ginger as an intoxicant, as- 
sumed alarming aspects, with physi- 
cians confessedly baffled by the mys- 


terious “disease.”’ 

Well over 400 persons have been 
attacked by the paralysis. Georgia 
has not reported as many cases as 
have Tennessee, Kentucky and some 
other states in the last couple of 
weeks, 

The new Georgia cases Saturday 
were reported in LaGrange, with 
eight victims, and in Cobb county, 
where one patient was found. They 
brought the number for the state to 23. 

Beyond that it is the afternrath. of 
drinking Jamaica ginger, and that its 
prevention and cure are seated in 
abstinence from the preparation, prac- 
tically nothing has been learned of it. 

Malady Came Suddenly. 

It was barely two weeks ago, on 
Friday, the seventh of March, that 
the first cases were reported. That 
was in Oklahoma City. The malady 
came suddenly. One. moment there 
was no such thing—the next there 
were scores of cases. It was mys- 
terious, unheard of. 

The plight of those afflicted was 
pathetic. They could move and walk, 
but sheir feet hung limply from their 
ankles, devoid of feeling, “flopping” 
wildly at each step. 

Since then the trail of flopping feet 
has led through matiy states. In Ten- 
nessee the number of cases borders 
on hundgeds. Kentucky has reported 
scores. A number are in Mississippi. 
In Georgia there are more than a 
score. Even in distant Rhede Island 
there are 50 or more. 

And new cases continue to come in. 
Five new cases were reported Satur- 
day in Arkansas, near Clarksville. 
Two new cases were in Rhode Island, 
bringing the number under treatment 
at the state infirmary to almost 20, 
and at the Providence hospitals to 


about 25. 
Few New Cases Expected. 

T. F. Sellers, head of the Georgia 
state laboratories, did not appear anux- 
ious Saturday concerning the new 
cases. “We have been expecting that 
other cases would be reported,” he 
said. “Apparently it takes about two 
weeks for the disease to develop, and 
the publicity given the disease was 
not so long ago but that cases hav- 
ing their inception before that time 
will still come in,” he said. 

“There probably will be several new 
cases reported in the state in the 
course of the next week. After that 
I doubt that new cases develop.” 

The most optimistie feature about 
the. disease, physicians point out, is 
that apparently it is not fatal. At 
the same time, mo recoveries have 
been reported. 

This, in their estimation, is not an 
indication that the effects of the pa- 
ralysis are permanent, but that a dis- 
organization of the nervous system of

SUGAR TARIFF IK

Leaders of. Republic Say 
Hawley-Smoot Rate Is

HAVANA, Cuba, March 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The sugar tariff contained in 
the Smoot-Hawley bill represents the 
supreme crisis in_.the historic rela- 
tions of the United States and Cuba, 
according to statements made during 
the past week to leaders of the Geor- 
gia-Florida good-will tour by Cubans 
prominent in the official business and 


social life of the island republic. 

The proposed tariff of 2 cents on 
Cuban sugar, say these men, would 

such an immediate and devastat- 
ing blow to the Cuban people as to 
amount to a national catastrophe. 
Such legislation, they say, would re- 
sult in a gradual strangulation, not 
alone of the sugar industry but of 
the whole industrial fabric of Cuba 
and its 3,500,000 inhabitants. 

Bad to Worse. 

It is a fact that since the tariff 
on sugar was raised to one and one- 
half cents in 1922 economic condi- 
tions in Cuba have steadily gone from 
bad to worse until now business is 
at its lowest ebb since the birth of 
the republic 30 years ago. So it is 
not hard to understand why the lead- 
ers of Cuba see national disaster as 
the result of the 2-cent tariff. Rafael 
Sanchez Aballi, secretary of communi- 
cations of Cuba, and president of the 
sugar commission, in an _ interview 
granted The Constitution today de 
clared that the experience under the 
present tariff exclusively proves that 
it does not protect the American 
farmer against. his most serious com- 
petitors and pointed out that our 
farmers have ample protection. against 
Cuban: competition under the 1 1-2 
cent tariff.

The Farman Aircraft Corperation, 
which will maintain general offices in 
New York, is capitalized at $3,000,"

Although the Farman company pro- 
duces a wide variety of airplanes, twin- 
motored, 25-passenger craft will 
the first’ turned out at the local fac- 
tory.

Spanish Mansion 
‘Set’ for Arrival 
Of King David 


LOS ANGELES, March 22.—(UN) 
A $75,000 Spanish mansion command- 
ing a superb mountain view and lying 
almost within a stone’s throw of the 
ruins of California’s first mission 
awaits the dgoming of King David, 
slayer of Goliath. 

Judge James Rutherford, owner of 
the mansion, in San Diego, and presi- 
dent of the International Bible Stu- 
dents and Watch Tower Bible and 
Tract Society, admitted today he was 
not quite sure when King David 
would appear but added that “every- 
thing is ready for him when he does.” 

Rutherford, once a-circuit judge of 
Missouri and a friend of William 
Jennings Bryan when the great com- 
moner first ran as the democratic 
nominee for president, has deeded the 
property to King David, preferably, 
but he included any of the kings or

$92,000,000 Building Quota 
Set by Treasury Department

Mellon, With Announce- 
ment, Predicts Passage 
of Keyes-Elliot Public 
Construction Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—()-- 


The treasury department is to launch | 
$92,000,000 in new construction this | 


year in addition to expediting the $40,- 


000,000 worth of public buildings now | 


under way. 

Secretary Mellon made this an- 
nouncement today together with a 
statement that if the senate will pass 
the Keyes-Elliott public buildings bill 
which would authorize $115,000,000 
for construction, still more work may 
be undertaken during the year. 

By June, the treasury head said, 
$10,000,000 of new construction will 
have been placed on the market and 
between then and October expenditure 
of an additional $35,000,000 is to be 
under way. These expenditures, will 
be scattered through 40 states on 
projects ranging from village postof- 
fices to enormous federal office struc- 
tures in the larger cities. 

All of this is to be exclusive of the 
construction in the District of Co- 
lumbia, where $30,000,000 of public 
buildings are under construction. For 
the District the Keyes-Flliott measure 
carries $10,000,000 for new interstate 
commerce commission and _ public 
health service buildings and for recon- 
structing the exterior of the state, 
war and navy building to conform 
with the architecture of the treasury. 
The White House would then be 
flanked by two similar structures. 

Will Speed Construction. 

Passage of the Keyes-Elliott bill, 
Mr. Mellon said, would permit speed- 
ing up construction of the $14,000,- 
000 Chicago postoffice, which is to be

Yet Savannah, sure of her beauty | 


and legendary, long has been disposed 
to rest content on this knowledge with- 
out claiming them before the world. 

And Savannah, where the adjective 
“oldest” should precede a description 
of numberless landmarks; where the 
adjective “beautiful” should precede a 
description of innumerable vistas, 
broadcasts neither of those adjectives. 

Savannah, where Bonaventure ceme- 
tery, historical in its own right and 
also by reason of the famed who rest 
there, has its Azalea drive, its Japoni- 
ca drive, its multitudinous other flow- 
ers, its palms and oaks; where Vic- 
tory drive, a memorial to the dead of 
the World War, is limned by 17 miles 
of palm and azalea-lined gorgeousness ; 
where parks, beauty spots of color 
and fragrance, abound; where flowers 
of tropical and near-tropical varieties 
bloom the year round; where, in short, 
“every aspect pleases,’ dreams over its 
tea cups. 

Savannah, where beautiful Worms- 
loe gardens afford 800 acres of con- 
tinuous and unadulterated enjoyment, 
of fragrance, of trees and tradition, 
knows its attractiveness. 

Oddly Reticent Attitude. 

But Savannah says little. It is an 
oddly reticent attitude which predomi- 
nates in Savannah, “The Beautiful 
Southern Historical City.”

EDUCATIONAL MEETINGS 
SCHEDULED Trl WEEK 


FAIRBURN, Ga., March 22.— 
Campbell county is waging an inten- 
sive campaign for the purpose of elimi- 
nating adult illiteracy. The board of 
county. commissioners gave $1,000 for 
this campaign, the board of education 
of Campbell county gave an appropri- 
ation of $1.000 and another $1,000 
was donated from the Rosenwald 
Fund. 

When the 1920 census was taken 
Campbell county had 246 white and 
S59 colored adult illiterates. It now 
has a large number of night schoolr 
in operation and expects to ‘reduce 
this number to a zero. 

In order to carry out this progrant 
there will be an educational mass 
meeting held at each school building 
in Campbell next Friday night. The 
following named pu)lic-spirited citi- 
zens will speak as noted in ‘the fol- 
lowing schedule:

of 600 Bales.

Cotton Company, of Cordele, involv- 
ing the ownership of 600 bales of cot- 
ton, was heard by Judge A. J. Me- 
Donald in chambers today. Judge 
McDonald refused a motion to allow 
the case to be taken to federal court 
and directed service be perfected upon 
the non-resident cotton companies 
holding the receipts. 

April 5 was set as the date for 
final hearing of the case here.

The 
Nesbitt - Williams Company claims 
ownership but the banking depart- 
ment claims the cotton belongs to the 
Exchange bank, of Cordele, now in 
the hands of the department. The 
claim is based upon a reported over- 
draft by the cotton concern of $122,- 
218.82, which amount, it is alleged, 
was paid for the cotton in storage, 
the receipts having been used by the 
Nesbitt-Williams Company as collat- 
eral with the Orvis Brothers Com- 
pany and the Hopkins-Dwight Com- 
pany, cotton brokers of New York, 
when they should have been in the 
custody of the Exchange bank of Cor- 
dele, which advanced the money for 
the purchase of the cotton.

Albert R. Gates, Chicago, 
Occupies Position Simi- 
lar to Baseball’s Landis

CHICAGO, March 22.—(/)—Base- 


ball has its commissioner. The movie 
industry has its general director, and 
now comes the golf dictator. ' 

Albert R. Gates, of Chicago, long 


a leader in official golfing circles, to- 
day was+made administrator of golf 
by the Professional Golfers’ Associa- 
tion, an organization of 2,202 leading 
golf instructors who govern the play 
en nearly half of the 5,649 golf clubs 
in the United States. The organiza- 
tion under the administration of Mr. 
Gates plans to enroll all the 3,158 
professional golfers in the country and 
to seek a voice in all affairs of the 
game. 

Commissioner Gates and his cohorts, 
far from planning any revolt from the 
constituted authorities of golf, such as 
the United States Golf Association, 
will work hand in glove with those 
bodies in keeping the game clean and 
sportsmanlike. 

WELL QUALIFIED. 


The new arbiter has the qualifica- 
tions gained in heading the Western 
Golf Association four times as presi- 
dent, in 1907 and 1908, and again in 
1921 and 1922, as well as in being 
secretary in 1906. He has been a 
prominent lawyer for many years and 
is now a director in three banks. He 
was president of Calumet Country 
Club 25 years ago, but is now con- 
nected with Skokie Country Club, on 
whose links Gene Sarazen won the 
national open title several years ago. 

While head of the W. G. A. Mr. 
Gates often found himself in opposi- 
tion in a friendly way with the United 
States Golf Association, but several of 
the ideas he fought for were later 
adopted by the national body, and one 
of them: recently by Great Britain. 
This was authorization of steel shafts 
for golf clubs. When the metal shafts 
were first produced the U. 8S. G. A 
and St. Andrews turned thumbs down 
on them, declaring them mechanical 
aids. 

But Mr. Gates said he would find 
out before condemning the innovation. 
So he and the executive committee 
of the W. G. T. took Bob MacDonald, 
Jock Hutchison, Chick Evans, and a 
few other expert golfers to Edgewater 
Club and had them drive several balls 
with both hickory and steel shafts. 
The results convinced President Gates 
and members of the executive commit- 
tee that the steel shafts were not 
genii to produce good shots from poor 
swings, and they were admitted to 
tournament play. Later, the U. S. G. 
A. accepted the metal shafts and more 
recently the British removed the ban. 


PRO FEELING. 


Queerly enough the metal ‘shafts 
were opposed at first by the profes- 
sionals, who have now chosen Gates 
as their dictator. They felt that part 
of their professional work would be 
supplanted by using metal shafts, but 
it did not turn out that way, as they 
were able to sell just as many clubs 
without having to make them by hand. 
Many professionals and such amateur 
stars as Bobby Jones still prefer hick- 
ory sticks for feel and distance. 

The Professional Golfers’ Associa- 
tion has been progressing for many 
years, especially of late under’ the 
presidency of Alex Pirie, of Old Elm 
Club, Chicago. Since the day when 
Andrew Carnegie had to import a pro- 
fessional from Scotland to get tutelage 
in the game of his fatherland, clubs 
have sprung up everywhere and the 
ranks of the tutors have increased. 

Likewise the standing of the pro- 
fessional has advanced since there was 
on open revolt at Midlothian Club 
during the national open tourney of 
1914 against treating the club makers 
like lackeys and barfing them from 
the clubhouse, an old English custom. 

The total business of professionals 
in golf accessories alone is estimated 
to be $12.000,000 annually in addition 
to fees for teaching. This amount 
includes only 60 per cent of the total 
sales, as department stores and others 
sell vast quantities of links goods. 
The professionals, however, get about 
75 per cent of the better trade, as 
members of the private clubs buy 
largely from their golf maestro. 

Under the administration of Mr. 
Gates, the P. G. A. plans to broaden 
its activities, giving each member 
greater assistance including a thou- 
sand dollar insurance policy and large 
discounts on supplies. The increased 
cost of membership will be more than 
offset in the eash benefits brought

He 
should be good for about five more years, being only 34 years old. But 
to equal or pass Cobb’s mark of .368 the Cub second baseman will have 
to spend the remainder of his career around .375 or higher. This is 
asking a bit too much from any batting eye.~ Hornsby’s only chance is 
to slip out on another rampage and turn in another .400 year. He aver- 
aged over .400 from 1922 to 1926, one of the greatest batting whirls 
in baseball. He has been around too long and‘has lost too much of his 
old speed to set any such pace again, but he still has a fine swing and 
he can still hit.. Few realize the fact that up to a few. years ago Hornsby 
was one of the fastest men in the business stepping from the plate to 
first. Speed at beating out the slow ones is a big factor in any high 
batting mark. Even greater speed took care of many a Ty Cobb blow 
that bounded along to short or third. 

Hornsby batted .387 in 1928 and .380 in 1929. That seems 

to indicate that he hasn’t slipped far enough fer the human eye 

to see any slipping. A few more such seasons and he will be up 

around Cobb’s lifetime mark. ‘ 

Hornsby’s worst mark in the last 10 years was his .317 with St. 
Louis, in 1926, and that happens to be the year St. Louis won a pennant | 
and a world series. His last two averages, considering his loss of foot 
speed, are among his most remarkable contributions to the vital statistics 
of swat. They still prove that no National league pitchers begin to start 
cheering when the Cub sharpshooter moves up to the plate. 


The Ring Future of Phil Scott. 


There are any tmuimber of unbiased observers who believe that Phil 
Scott might easily have been awarded the Miami squawk on a foul, but 
practically none of these will be willing to pay any money to see Scott 
in action again. Or what Scott calls action. He may have received a 
seamy-sided deal in Florida, and may have: deserved the verdict. 

But I still recall the look of near terror in his eyes when Von 

Porat whistled a couple by his chin in their Madison Square Gar- 

den fight. Scott won that battle on a foul, but up to the moment

In N .C. Senatorial Race 


SENATOR F. M. SIMMONS.

RALEIGH. N. C., March 22.—In 
fi more weeks democrats of North 
Carolina are going to the polls to ren- 


der a verdict on the case of the party 
against Senator Furnifold McLendel 
Simmons, now rounding out his *30th 
year in the United States senate and 
for all that time the titular head of 
a political machine which, seldom 
equalled, has hardly been surpassed 
for its efficiency in controlling pri- 
maries, elections and patronage. 
Many of the former supporters of 
the senator are vigorous in their oppo- 
sition to his renomination, largely be- 
caused he waged a relentless war on 
former Governor Alfred E. Smith be- 
fore and after Smith was the choice 
of the national democracy. It is 
variously disputed as to whether Sen- 
ator Simmons actually voted for Hoo- 
ver or not, but he advised young demo- 
crats to do so and threw all his influ- 
ence against the national ticket in 
1928. 
Josiah William Bailey, brilliant and 
successful Raleigh lawyer, for eight 
vears collector of internal revenue un- 
der Woodrow Wilson and in 1924 an 
unsuccessful candidate against A. Wil- 
ton McLean, a former director of the 
War Finance Corporation, for the 
democratic gubernatorial nomination, 
is the enthusiastic choice of party 
leaders to succeed Simmons. A Jack- 
son Day dinner staged here a few 
days ago, when Simmons sent down a 
message from Washington and Bailey 
spoke, left no doubt about this enthu-

Jouett Shouse Is Speaker. 

Ordinarily,,.such a demonstration as 
Bailey received at this dinner—where 
incidentally, Jouett Shouse, national 
chairman, mercilessly attacked the 
Hoover administration—would indi- 
cate Bailey’s nomination over Sim- 
mons by a heavy majority.

Senator Simmons is making what 
he said some months ago would be 
his “last fight” under a ftumber of 
handicaps, not the least of which is 
that virtually every one of his ca- 
pable lieutenants in former fights are 
squarely against him now. Only one 
of any outstanding importance is with 
him and that is former Governor Me- 
Lean. One or two, like former State 
Chairman John G. Dawson, are rid- 
ing the fence as serenely as it ie pos- | 
sible to do. 

Simmons, “Tried and True.” 

However, the novices who have 
thrown their full influence back of 
Senator Simmons say that he is go- 
ing to win. Their campaign buttons 
say “Tried and True.” Bailey’s but- 
tons carry his picture and the one 
word: “Democrat.” The Simmons 
forces are believed to be able to get 
what money they need for this battle 
of ballots. Bailey and his father-in- 
law, James Hinton Pou, probably the 
outstanding lawyer in the state, are 
both wealthy. Incidentally, it is be- 
ing whispered that the head of the 
state's biggest industry is backing 
Bailey. 

The Asheville, or tenth congression- 
al district, is telling Bailey headquar- 
ters that he will win two to one in 
that part of the state. The news is 
less encouraging from Charlotte but

The fight will probably wax warm- 
est in the fifth district, in which are 
located some of the biggest of the 
tobacco and furniture factories in 
North Carolina.

Shuping, a man of proven political 
sagacity living in Greensboro, as his 
State manager. Simmons, moving 
afterwards, went to Greensboro and 
named Charles A. Hines, a ponderous 
lawyer who understands the psychol- 
ogy of the masses. 

Bailey is having to meet some pieces 
he wrote to the papers 20 years ago 
in which he described himself as an 
independent democrat. His campaign 
managers are not afraid of this be- 
cause, they argue, he was editing the 
most influential religious weekly in 
the state at that time for a denomina- 
tion which embraced a _ respectable 
minority of republicans. Incidentally, 
it was during this period that Bailey 
almost single handed waged a fight 
against the saloons and that is not 
doing him any harm now. He also has 
a commendable record in behalf of 
public education but there’s so much 
hostile feeling about taxes that educa- 
tion will play little, ff any, part in the 
Bailey-Simmons senatorial candidacy. 

Regulars Are Worried. 

The regulars, marshaling under the 
Bailey standards, are frankly worried 
over the election campaign even if 
Bailey is nominated by a good niargin.

POLICE. BREAK ‘UP 
RED DEMONSTRATIONS 


NEW YORK, March 22.—(4)—One 
of three communist demonstrations 
today resulted in a clash of about 200 
(lemonstrators with the police of Fifth 
Avenue, and the arrest of five men, 
two women and a boy. Police said 
one of their number had been knocked 
down and beaten, and others mauled 
and pushed. 

The arrests were made in front of 
the Children’s Society of the Hechs- 
cher foundation. Most of the prison- 
ers were treated for minor injuries. 

The demonstration was in protest 
against the lodgivg at the Children’s 
Society of Harry Esiman, 15, who 
has since been transferred to the re- 
tormatory at Hawthorne, N, Y., for 
his part in the communist riot in 
Union Square on Mareh 6 

About 50 police and detectives, as- 
sembled on advance information, in 
the basement of the foundation, 
emerged and broke up the demonstra- 
tion when the communists appeared. 
The group later reassembled and at- 
tempted another march, but was again 
broken up. 

Among those arrested was Isidor 
Katzowitz, 26, of Woodbridge, N. Y. 
All of the prisoners were charged 
with disorderly conduct and two also 
were charged with assault. 

Small meetings at Cooper Square 
and Columbus Circle passed off with- 
out disorder.

Dissatisfaction with the ma- 
jority of legislators who served dur- 
ing the sessions of 1927 and 1929 be- 
comes more pronounced. The people 
know at whose doors to lay the re- 
sponsibility for the distressing condi- 
tion of state finances. They know 
who is responsible for the contin- 
uance of that loose, ramshackled, 
makeshift organization, otherwise 
known as our. state government, 
which functions for the benefit of poli- 
ticians, job-holders and place-hunters 
instead of serving those who pay the 
taxes to maintain it. The voters 
know that legislators gladly surren- 
dered to the greed of mercenary poli- 
tics instead of the will of an over- 
whelming democratic majority, thun- 
derously expressed at the polls. They 
know that an effort was made to 
fasten more tightly than ever on the 
helpless people a system of govern- 
ment. antiquated in form, inefficient 
in its operations, wasteful in its ad- 
ministrative processes, and oppressive 
in its methods of taxation. 

A careful investigation of the rea- 
sons for the defeat of Governor Hard- 
man’s plan for the reorganization of 
the state government and for putting 
it.on a business basis, is a revela- 
tion of how an army of officeholders, 
job-holders, clerks, board members, 
members of commissions, mercenary 
politicians, and all their friends con- 
stitute a force bold enough to over- 
ride the expressed will of the people. 
It is the opinion among the best in- 
formed and keenest observers’ that 
the administration measure to re- 
organize the Georgia government, was 
defeated by officeholders ahd _ their 
friends. Before the pewer of this 
influence, a majority of the legislature 
degenerated into an aggregation of 
ligneous-headed hiccii doctii and sur- 
rendered body and soul to tax eaters 
and selfish politicians. The struggle 
during the two terms of the Hard- 
man administrations for good govern- 
ment in Georgia has brought out the 
unvarnished facet that the politicians 
regard the government as their own 
and the people as beasts of burden to 
support it and maintain it. 

During the consideration of the ad- 
ministration measure, sponsored by 
Mr. Peterson, of Montgomery county, 
it was urged on the floor of the house 
that the reorganization plan gave too 
much appointive power to the gover- 
nor. 
Everyone of us hill-billies from the 
mountains to the sea know that this 
argument was pure demagogy and 
that the performances of the oppo- 
nents of the measure were nothing 
more than a clear-cut demonstration 
of political skull-duggery. Under the 
present system of state government 
the excessive number of gubernato- 
rial appointments creates an extensive 
system of patronage, more or, less dan- 
gerous to the processes of good gov- 
ernment. Under the proposed re- 
organization plan, gubernatorial ap- 
pointments would have been reduced 
to a minimum. Under the present 
system, it is almost impossible to get 
gubernatorial appointments away 
from the influence of politics. Un- 
der the new plan, it was proposed to 
cet all appoitments away from this 
influence, and make fitness to secure 
efficient service the sole consideration 
for making appointments. The ulti- 
mate purpose sought in the proposed 
reform was honest and efficient ad- 
ministration of government. | 

The vear, 1930, is here and it will 
be in the hands of the people to clean 
house and send men to the Georgia 
legislature whose honesty and pa- 
triotism is unquestioned, and who 
feel that the Georgia government 1S 
“of the people, by the people and for 
the people.” The large majority of 
the Georgia legislature, as if was 
made up in the sessions of 192% and 
1929, should be retired to private life 
forever and their commissions given 
to men who will serve the people hon- 
estly and unselfishly and illustrate 
the finest traditions of Georgia states-

| In response to a flood of question 
‘the Hupp Motor Car Corporation b

“It is a well-known fact that while 
a certain amount of heat improves the 
efficiency of engine oil, excessive heat 
‘reduces its efficiency and also short- 
‘ens its life. Oil specialists generally 
‘agree that the danger zone begins at; 
/210 degrees Fahrenheit. At tempera- | 
‘tures above this point the cylinder; 
sil becomes so thin that it loses prac- | 
tieally all of its lubricating qualities. | 

“Without sufficient lubrication the 
rapidly moving parts generate exces- 
sive heat through metal to metal fric- | 
tion, and the result is burned-out bear- 
ing, scored pistons and cylinders, or, 
at the very least, unnecessary wear on- 
all working parts of the engine. In! 
addition, above a certain temperature - 
the oil undergoes a process of crystal- | 
ization and carbonization which per- | 
manently impares.its efficiency. 

“Exhauative tests have shown the 
cylinder oil in this new Hupmobile 
engine to run from 40 to 50 degrees 
cooler than in an engine of compara- 
ble size not equipped with the radi- 
ator cooling system. So efficient is 
this system that even*in warm weath- 
er at sustained high speeds the oil 
temperature remains well under 210 
degrees. While in other engines of 
large horsepower it is not uncommon 
for the oil temperature under the 
above conditions te soar to 240 or 
even 250 degrees Fahrenheit. 

“On this new Hupmobile engine 
there are two oil pumps of equal 
'eapacity. One forces the oil to the 
bearings, the other to a small section 
of the radiator which is partitioned 
off from the water-cooling section. All | 
engine oil is thus constantly cireu- | 
_lated through the radiator, exposed to, 
‘the cooling effect of the air in the) 
'same manner that the water is cooled, | 
and then returned to the engine crank- 
ease. ‘The cooled oil is then picked 
up by the second pump and sent 
through the oil filter to the bearings. 

“These two pumps are unusually ef- 
ficient. The capacity of each is five 
gatlons per minute at 60 miles: an 
hour. Jn other words, the entire 12 
quarts of crankease oil are circulated 
through the radiator, cooled, returned | 
to the crankcase, picked up. by the sec- 
ond pump and sent through the oil 
filter to the bearings and returned 
again to the crankcase once every 36 
secomls at this speed. 

“Exhaustive tests have shown that 
this development reduces the tempera- 
ture of the engine oil from 40 to 50 
degrees. The oil temperature in this 
engine is held to predetermined limits 
for starting and for cold weather driv- 
ing by thermostatically controlled rad- 
lator shutters, Between the pump and 
the radiator oil section is a pressure ; 
release valve which permits the cold | 
oil to spill back into the crankcase | 
until the engine is thoroughly warmed | 
up. It gradually opens as the dil tem- | 
perature rises until its permits full: 
circulation to the radiator at 180 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
| “By making use of radiator-cooled 
oil in this high powered engine Hup- 
mobile reduces the possibility of burn- 
'ed-out bearings, insufficient lubricat- 
ing film at continued high speeds, ex- | 
cessive wear on working parts, ani | 
short life of the oil, and at the same | 
time provides smooth and quiet op- | 
eration at all speeds and under all 
driving conditions.”

TRAVELER DEMANDS 
RADIOS IN VEHICLES 


Trains, Vessels and Automo- 
biles Become Increasingly 
Popular.

Radio entertainment—now an eés- 
tablished factor in home life—is rapid- 
ly extending its scope, for travelers on 
high-class boats and trains now in- 
sist that miles of travel be lightened 
by listening to radio. Dozens of the 
best passenger -t?ains in the country 
are equipped with receivers of one 
make or another and radio sets are 
part of nearly every ocean liner’s 
comfort. 

The particular conditions of radio 
reception on moving vehicles makes 
one principle of reception virtually a 
necessity, and that is automatic vol- 
ume control, The “field strength,” or 
intensity of signal, of a station varies 
widely at different points and a set 
on a train, for example, which passes 
from one area to another so rapidly 
would give very uneven results un- 
leas compensation is made. In addi- 
tion to the normal variations in “field 
strength” there is a natural increase 
and decrease of signal as the vehicle 
approaches or recedes from the broad- 
cast station. Automatic volume con- 
trol, which tends to maintain a sig- 
nal at stbstantially uniform volume, 
reduces these. variations and gives a 
uniformity similar to that one gets 
when the receiver remains stationary 
in his home. So it can. readily be 
seen why trains, boats, yachts and 
other vehicles are coming to insist 
that their radio sets be equipped with 
automatic volume control. Automo- 
bile receivers, which are becoming in- 
creasingly popular, will probably also 
demand this type of volume control 
in the perfected design of automobile 
receiver.

| Census “Takers. Will | Need 


TASK OF HANDLING FOREIGN-BORN DIFFICULT 


and History 


The 100,000 census enumerators 
who will begin on April 2 to collect 
facts about the people of the United 
States will.need to know their geogra- 
phy and also something about the re- 
eent history of the world, according to 
instructions which are being sent out 
from the census bureau in Washing- 
ton. Among the most important ques- 
tions to be asked of everybody in the 
coming census are those relating to 
the place of birth of the person enu-_| 
merated and the place of birth of his | 
father and mother’ Eaeh person must ! 
he eredited in the census records to 
the state, territory. or foreign country 
; in which his birthplace is now located, 
| regardless of what the birthplace was, 
ealled or what nation owned that ter- 
ritory at the time the person was 
born. 

If the person or his parents were 
horn in Europe, the census taker may 
have to get out his atlas to find out 
what nation now .owns the locality. 
If, for’ example, a person was born 
20 years ago in the province of Bo- 
hemia, which was at that time a part 
of the Austro-Hungarian empire, the 
census enumerator should put down 
Czecho-Slovakia as the person’s birth- 
place, although no such country exist- 


ed when the person was born. If 
the person was born in Bessarabia 30 
years ago and his father was born in 
exactly the same place 30 years before 
that, the person will probably tell the 
census taker that his father was born 
in Turkey while he was born in Rus- 
sia, but the wise census taker will put 
veh Rumania as the birthplace of 
both. ~~ 


By reason of changes brought about 
by the World War and the Treaty of 
Versailles, boundary lines in Europe 
have wavered like ribbons in the wind. 
On ‘the present-day map of Europe 
there are seven countries and one free 
city which did not exist in 1914; and 
the boundary lines of most of the old 
nations have changed considerably. In 
the Near East five new nations have 
sprung from the territory which was 
formerly called the Ottoman empire. 

In most instances the person enu- 
merated will know what government 
now controls his place of birth, for 


immigrants and their children usually 
_retain a lively interest in the affairs 
(of that part of the old world from 


which they came. When the person 
does not know what has happened to 
the place:of his birth, the census 
enumerator will be expected to be able 
to supply the information. In case 


the case, the enumerator will put 
down the city or province in which 
}the person was born and the census 
bureau in Washington will insert the 
name of the country. 

If both the person and his parents 
were born in the United States the 
answer will be fairly easy, because all 
the enumerator will have to do will 
be to put down the state or territory 
in which a person was born, and there 
have been comparatively few changes 
in state boundary lines or names with- 
in the lifetime of people now living. 
If a person was born in the old Indian 
Territory, the birthplace should go 
down on the census records under

Miss Schilling Discusses Work 
Of Diocesan Woman’s Auxiliary 


The following article by Miss- Louise | 


Schilling, chairman of missions and 
rural work of the Episcopal church, 
relative to the rural work of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary of the diocese,of Atlan- 
ta, is reprinted from the Diocesan 
Record. 

In January, 1929, the -Woman’s 
Auxiliary entered into a new field of 
activity, the department of rural work 
in the diocese. As we were pioneers 
in the field, a program of approach to 
this work had to be outlined and of- 
fered to the auxiliary, The diocese of 
Sl counties was apportioned to the 
auxiliary branches and the county ap- 
proach, through the school organiza- 
tion, was sugegested. All information 
available was presented to be used in 
the task of solving this rural problem 
and to show the great opportunities of 
the church and the needs of the peo- 
The result of last year’s work 
will be printed in the annual report 
of the auxiliary which you will short- 
ly receive. 

Constructive Work. 

Now that an entering wedge has 
been made and we have all caught the 
vision, let us move forward together 
and do some real constructive work. 
Let us make the whole diocese, “Epis- 
copal church conscious.” Think of 
the psychological effect of having the 
auxiliary of the Episcopal church, 
come in contact in 1930, with every 
county in some effective way, for the 
cause of Christ, through real Christian 
service. Also if possible let us have 
one service at least in each county, 
perhaps a union service could be ar- 
ranged with others in the county. Our 
national council has asked us to ob- 
serve “Rural Life Sunday,” which is 
the fifth Sunday after Easter. The 
International Asscciation of Agricul- 
tural Missions, the Home Mission 
Council, and the Foreign Missions Con- 
ference of North America have in- 
dorsed this observance, and should all 
churches unite it will be the most 
widely observed day in the Christian 
year, reaching every part of Christen- 
dom.

Temperance Day Will Be Galibvcced 
In Public Schools Friday, March 28 


M. FRANCES MEADORS BURG- 
HARD, of Macon, Editor. — 


Preparations for the observance of 
temperance day in publie schools 
Friday, March 28, are being made 
all over the state. A program for 
the day arranged along the lines which 
the law requires—‘a program, which 
shall be educational in nature, teach- 
ing the good of temperance and the 
evils of intemperance and disobedience 
to law.” with two new leaflets only 
cost 10 cents, and leaflets on every 
hase of the temperance subject may 
secured there for one or two pen- 
nies each. These programs have songs, 
readings, exercises, playlets, dialogues, 
quotations from famous people in 
which pupils take part. In some 
gchools pupils assemble in their audi- 
rorium and groups from different 
grades give the program, while in oth- 
ers a program is carried out in every 
room. In some schools pupils write 
essays for which information has been 
previously collected, The W. C. T. U. 
offers prizes for the best essays, writ- 


-ten on certain subjeets according to | 


rules. In a number of in- 
stances expression teachers prepare 
their students to be ready to give 
readings on temperance day in schools, 
as well as on quarterly temperance 
days in Sunday schools. Pupils who 
know good prohibition readings are in 
demand, going from one grade to an- 
other to help with programs. Some 
teachers require every pupil to learn 
well expressed, positive truths about 
aleohol, what it does and what it is 
anid why alcoholic beverages were out- 
lawed in the state and nation.

From the presses of Brewer and 
Warren there came last Monday one 
of the most vivacious and daring ex- 
cursions into literary fields yet made 
by an American writer. It is the 
first novel of Jonathan Daniels, for- 
mer Raleigh (N. C.) and Washington 
newspaperman—now on‘the staff of 
Fortune—and is exceedingly well done 
despite its cyclonic tempo. 

As the author’s maiden bow, “Clash 
of Angels” will be accepted, generally, 
as a superb piece of craftsmanship. It 
is an ecstatic delineation of love af- 
fairs among the first Seraphic colony 
which Christians, particularly funda- 
mentalists, accept the world over as 
a part of the Divine plan. 

Here is a work which, though 
bristling with a species of sunny erudi- 
tion, will, inevitably, be accepted by 
thousands of readers as another as- 
sault from intellectuals on the age- 
old Genesis account of Creation. The 
author probably anticipated as much 
when, after a brief statement of his 
researches, he says: “To what end 
it (the book) has come is a matter 
for the reader.” 

Before unfolding the story, “alive 
with action and strongly colored with 
beauty and. . a triumph of irony 
and philosophical comment quite un- 
like anything that has yet been: done 
in this country,” it is well enough to 
predict. at the outset, that “Clash of 
Angels’’ is going to draw more fire 
from the clergy than did “Elmer Gan- 
try.” In the latter Sinclair Lewis 
utilized human types to paint a sordid 
picture of the clergy. Jonathan Dan- 
iels, in his book, rashly invades the 
Celestial Kingdom for characters, 
With them he sketches the mutations 
of arch-angels in Paradise. 


But he handles them with the spirit 
of crusading youth and in his book 
he has poured sharp cynicism and 
sprinkled ironic humor—a mood he 
maintains until Lucifer is cast over 
the edge of heaven and sent hurtling 
hell-ward. Probably the author's 
most audacious irony is m casting 
Lucifer as his hero and leading Jeho- 
vah and Gabriel, the enchanted bugler 
of the Sunday schoolroom, through the 
tale as villains. 

While more than one love affair 
creeps into the story, it is the ro- 
mance of Lucretia and Gabriel—whom 
the ancients called a god of culture— 
which most intrigues the reader in 
“Clash of Angels.” Lucifer, the first 
character in order of appearance; 
roams about heaven until a singing 
bird tells him that Jehovah is also 
around, Here misery, born of deep 
mystification, seeks company, and the 
two talk together some time before 
they find other angels. Beelzebub, 
Mammon, Lucretia and Gabriel turn 
up in order—Lucretia, with long, gold- 
en hair, and Gabriel, with pallid skin, 
pleading eyes, a thin hooked nose and 
Skinny legs. 

_ Other angels join the group from 
time to time, but none of them are so 
interesting as Lucretia and Gabriel. 
After the eighth day things just seem 
to rock along until Jehovah, still deep- 
ly bewildered over the beginning and 
his own projection into the picture 
and equally puzzled at the amused 
complacency with which the other 
angels accept heaven, tells Lucifer he 
has had a “vision,” the first of many 
visions to play important parts in 


'the world of the Contriver. 


Jehovah describes his “vision” to 
Lucifer and the latter, remembering 
Jehovah as his first playmate in 
heaven, tolerantly tells him that it 
was only a dream, Jehovah insists 
that it was a ‘‘vision,”’ and that it 
revealed to him the Power Behind 
Creation. Jucifer laughs. Jehovah, 
somewhat piqued, goes off to set up 
a Sacred Circle in the Grove. De- 
parting, he leaves behind him a stand- 
ing invitation for the yet unregenerate 
to visit the circle and share his revela- 
tion of the Contriver’s purposes. 

From this point on, the story moves 
like a whirlwind. 

Lored with the unceasing attention 
of Gabriel, lLucretia—for reasons 
probably best understood by herself— 
becomes the first convert of Jehovab’s 
theory of the Power Behind Creation. 
(The Roman-Lucretia, you remember, 
was a matron of distinguished virtue. ) 
The description of her apostacy is a 
delightful sample of the subtle humor 
with which Mr, Daniels’ first book is 
infected : 

“Then one evening just after prayer

“Many things were said of Lucretia 
but ho one ever questioned the per- 
fection of her beauty. As she stood 
before Jehovah now no grass matting 
hid any part of that. beauty. ... 
Men among the angels said her heart 
was as cold as the winds of dawn and 
the women said even worse things of 
her, but none ever denied her loveli- 
ness. She had never given herself to 
lovers and despite her comliness lovers 
had ceased to seek her at the end of 
singing in the evening. 

“All except Gabriel. He came each 
night and sought her but each night 
she went away serenely alone. Each 
night he asked her and each night the 
same obsequious smile spread across 
his pallid face as Lucretia laughed at 
his pleas for love. . . . Then at Jast 
his heart felt as if a dagger had been 
twisted in it. He saw her looking at 
Jehovah, ungainly in his matting, and 
Gabriel knew that she loved him. 


“Now she stood outside the stone 
eircle around Jehovah's altar and 
spoke to him. He greeted her. 

“Come in he said. “The Contriv- 
er’s circle is every angel’s haven.’ 

“‘*Jehovah,’ she said, ‘I've wanted 
to talk to you for such a long time. 
I’m just a woman but somehow I'm 
dissatisfied. My heart is restless. They 
tell me I’m beautiful and I suppose 
I am. But what is beauty? I want 
something bigger, something real in 
my life. I waut you to help me.’’ 

Then and there Lucretia set a fash- 
ion. which scores of her secular sisters 
have followed to rule empires and 
sway kingdoms on mundane spheres. 
There came a time, though, when she 
realized that Jehovah meant well 
enough but that he lacked initiative. 
Through ostensible self-effacement, but 
with designs upon the luxurious affec- 


tions of the fair Lucretia, Gabriel 
supplies this deficiency in Jehovah. 


And Gabriel starts things, all the 
time pleading his love for Lucretia. So 
persistent is his pleading, and so ef- 
tective is his scheming, that her re- 
sistance is broken down with the 
realization that Gabriel is the Master 
Mind. She finds it expedient to yield 
to his overtures for was it not her 
ambition to expand heaven and rule 
it through Jehovah? Gabriel, she saw, 
was quite necessary to a crowning suc- 
cess of her plans and together they 
plotted for the advancement of Je- 
hovah’s dominions and the multiplica- 
tion of his subjects. She, who once 
called him ugly, now calls him beau- 
tiful. 

Finally comes the war between the 
hosts of Lucifer and the hosts of Zion. 
Gabriel, who had been slow and feeble 
in making love, is swift and strong 
in the manipulation of Zion's troops. 
Lucifer and his followers are put to 
rout. 

“[ begin to think,” said Gabriel, 
as Zion and Lucretia became secure, 
“that it is high time we angels got 
away from an anthropomorphic con- 
ception of God.” 

One cannot read Mr. Daniel's de- 
lightfully written book without seeing 
clouds overhead, The storm will beat 
about his youthful and brilliant head 
for months to come, but his book will 
be with us for years.

Business Turns the Corner 


By Julius H. Barnes 


Chairman of the National Business Survey Conference 


HE mobilization of business leader- 

ship last November in behalf of 

business stability was primarily 

based upon a new philosophy. The 
panic in security prices had shocked and 
alarmed every one. The air was full of 
rumors and exaggerations, mostly in accu- 
rate. The danger was that hesitant confi- 
dence and enterprise in business leader- 
ship would shrink employment and earn- 
ings in a mistaken self-preservation. There 
was danger that through fear of unem- 
ployment the great buying public, which 
sustains all industry, would suspend its or- 
derly living. 

The new philosophy was that Americans, 
in and out of business, provided with ac- 
curate information stripped of alarmist ex- 
aggerations, would possess the common 
sense, coureg’ an@ prudence which would 


shorten and limit any ill effects. We now 
are justified in saying that, with the pass- 
ing of winter, America rode out the storm 
with less distress than then seemed pos- 
sible. 

To the business men of America, the 
spring of 1936 marks the end of a period 
of grave concern. They have now weath- 
ered the worst of the storm which came in 
the wake of last autumn’s crash on the 
stock market. The collapse in security 
values is now far enough behind us to take 
an inventory of our efforts. We can now 
subject the wild rumors of the winter to 
the test of actual conditions. And we find, 
beyond any doubt, that once more the col- 
lective common sense of the American peo- 
ple has come to the rescue, and that Ameri- 
can business is steadily coming back to a 
normal level of prosperity. There is still 


much to improve: 
to absorb in spots: 
is right. 

Before me is a comprehensive summary of 
business conditions as of March 1, supplied 
by 170 trade associations. It would be 
illuminating to the most casual reader. For 
it shows at a glance that there are few bad 
spots in American business as another 
spring approaches, and that recovery from 
the admittedly bad weeks of late November 
and early December is clearly under way 
True, an index figure for the whole picture

The summary before us shows that Amer- 
ican finance is sound——far more sound than 
in the excessive inflation of @ yenr ago. 
Since December there has been an ever in- 
reasing demand for sound securities, with 
a marked ahift from stocks to bonds and 
notes yet average stock prices have ad- 
vanced 25 per cent. Savings deposits, which 
were drawn upon during November as in- 
vestors sought to protect the falling values 
Of thelr securities or to make new invest- 
ments at the lower prices, have shown an 
every week aince December 1, ex- 
cept for the week directly following “hriat-

mas. An adequate supply of mortgage 
money, though still cautious, is available 
for sound projects. Although installment 
finance has suffered somewhat, the finance 
companies report a volume of business 
above. the same period in 1929, and an 
amazingly small number of delinquencies 
for a winter of such stress.. New life in- 
surance, another accurate barometer of 
conditions, shows a falling off of only 3 per 
cent in January from the record breaking 
total of that month a year ago, and a gain 
of approximately 12 per cent over January;. 
1928. . 

In the construction field conditions are 
still somewhat disordered, as the huge pro- 
grams assured by the White House confer- 
ences Jast November are not yet fully under 
way. At the peak of the winter depres- 
sion unemployment in the building trades 
reached 38 per cent, as compared with 30 


, » last year and 36 in 1928. But tere

comes again. Lumber, cement, brick and 
the other construction materials have been 
undergoing a seasonal recession somewhat 
more severe than last year, but are buoyed 
up by the promise of one of the largest 
public construction years in history.

There, are some bad spots... Textiles and 


leather fhave suffered ‘during the winter, 


but their plight is of many years stand- 
ing, and it is difficult to find a connection 
between troubles of the moment and the 
stock market collapse. These industries are 
in need of extraordinary skill in treatment. 
It is wel) to remember that rarely is there 
active prosperity through the whole gamut 
of industry. There is constant shifting of 
differing industries between robust health, 
unexpected ailments and convalescence. 
There is a fine chapter of courage, forti- 
tude and vision in the rebuilding of af- 
fected industries. No outside aid can equal 
these qualities applied by the responsible 
managers and owners of industry. 


In agriculture, as always in that far- 
flung industry, there is both good and ill 
df promise. Hog prices are good, cattle fair, 
sheep and lambs depressed. Fruit* and 
vegetable prices are generally excellent. 
Milk and dairy products are lower than 
last year, but not distressing. The farm 
price of corn is 25 cents higher than on 
the Argentine farm. Wheat in Chicago is 
as high as in Liverpool, and in spite of a 
long fall in price during recent months, 
is now 20 cents above the price of last May. 
Cotton is neither reassuringly high nor 
alarmingly low. With reasonable stability 
now and progressive economies in farm 
production farm buying power should equal 
or exceed that of last year. 

On the whole, today, a note of optimism 
is apparent among the vast majority of in- 
dustries. We were fortunate that organized 
industries had developed, through national 
associations, the means of collecting and 
exchanging exact information.

there must be a corresponding downward 
sweep, with distress and suffering inevitable 
during the period of readjustment. They 
believed that nature, both human and busi- 
ness, should take its course. 

But there were many reassuring factors 
entering into this particular recession, with 
all of which Presideht Hoover was familiar. 
In a dozen years of close contact with 
American business he had full knowledge 
of improvement in business practices. In 
the deflation of 1921 excessive stocks of 
goods, acquired at very high prices, cost 
the country approximately a $20,000,000,000 
loss in value. But since that time hand-to- 
mouth buying and adequate transportation 
had protected the manufacturers, the dis- 
tributor and the merchant against the 
hazards of large accumulations. American 
business, under Mr. Hoover's leadership, 
was not content with tacit acceptance of 
the former theory of cycles. Mr. Hoover 
outlined the program. The national busi- 


ness survey conference, which he suggested, 


has endeavored to carry it forward. 

Mark Sullivan, a trained observer of 
events and the historian of the economic 
trends of the twentieth century, has re- 
cently expressed a thought that has been 
in my mind throughout this winter. I quote: 

“The averters and preventers in history 
never by any chance get the credit due 
them. The statesmen who kept their peo- 
ples at peace are forgotten; it is the Na- 
poleons who drag their peoples through 
war that history celebrates. Had there been 
in Europe in 1914 a statesman who pre- 
vented the World War hardly any Ameri- 
can today would know his name. No one 
of some 17,000,000 mothers in the world 
would think of him and be grateful to him 
as a man who kept her son alive. Imagi- 
nation rarely grasps the might-have-been 
The World War made famous a score of 
Fochs and Haigs; the averting of that war 
would have made no one famous. And so 
Mr. Hoover is most unlikely to get the 
credit for what he averted last November 
—the distress we are not experiencing to- 
day.” 

Such eloquence is not ordinarily in the 
make-up of a business man,_and so I un- 
hesitatingly borrow Mr. Sullivan’s words to 
voice my own feelings. The tremendous 
importance of “What is,” compared to 
“What might have been,” does not require 
demonstration. The necessity of equili- 
brium in our economic system did not 
come into Mr. Hoover's mind automatical- 
ly when this crisis appeared. He had given 
voice to it on other occasions. As far back 
as President Harding’s unemployment con- 
ference of 1921, of which he was the dy- 
namic leader, he was preaching the de- 
sirability of planning our governmental ex- 
pansion for long periods in the future, to 
prepare for periodical recessions in busi- 
ness. Little by little that idea had per- 
meated the consciousness of public leaders 


in all branches of government—nation. 
State and city. When he made his appeal 
to the states in November the response 
was immediate. 

For eight years as secretary of commerce 
he had convinced American business that 
team play with the government was worth 
while. Out of the Harding conference of 
1921 came three national surveys, all di- 
rected at the single object of assuring em- 
ployment and removing the fear of unem- 
ployment. First was the study of business 
cycles, made in 1922 and 1923. Next came a 


survey of recent economic changes, which

By AN UNKNOWN SOLDIER. 


HAVE not heard from you for 
tHree weeks—not since that first 
letter. I have no right to expect 
you to write to me. Why should 
you? So far as you were aware, I was 
only a passer-by. 

If I had wanted to be more to you, I 
could have put the matter to a test. If I 
had spoken to you on that last night. Yes, 
and if I had spoken what good could it 
have done to either of us? I don’t see how 
you have accepted me. 

And yet I knew that you felt the need of 
me. In the loneliness of this existence the 
knowledge that there is one woman who 
cares, supremely helps. 

I stop to read what I have written. It 
is unmanly. It is self-pity. The worst enemy 
that a soldier can have. 

The only way one can endure is to be 
forgetful of self—to one’s body, one’s pain, 
everything personal is of no account. The 
game—the establishing of the ideal for 
which we fight—is the only thing that 
matters. 

There comes a point in the career of every 


fighting man when he can endure no fur- 
ther. He may be perfectly healthy but he 
knows that the day is surely coming when 
he will break. 


It may not come for a long time; but the 
certainty that the break is coming fills him 
with dread. Inadvertently he betrays this 
dread in little ways. Officers who have 
trusted him begin to watch him—they be- 
gin to doubt his courage. 


We had a man in our B. C. Party. The 
B. C. party consists of expert signallers 
and linesmen, chosen out of the battery for 
their pluck. As the English say “they have 


to be stout fellows.” Their job is to go for- 
ward and sometimes over the top with the 
observing officer to direct fire. At all costs 
and at whatever risks, they have to keep up 
the communications with the battery. 


If the line goes down, no matter how 
bad the shelling, your linesmen are expect- 
ed to go out and mend it. This man of 
whom I speak was a linesman. He'd been 
in the war from the first and had made a 
record for his daring. He had stood the 
racket for two years, then his nerves began 
to go from him. 


We wouldn't believe it at first: soon it 
became patent to everybody. His eyes would 
become vague. You could see him making 
an effort not to run. He quivered like a 
high strung horse under shell fire Of 
course, the just thing would have been to 
have sent him out; but we had too many 
casualties and could not spare him In 
such cases the last thing one dares to do 
is to show pity. Pity is contagious 

The army expects every man to do his 


duty; it takes no excuses and only notices 
him when he fails. So this poor chap, who 
had been a hero, had to watch himself 
hourly becoming a coward. Worse still, he 
was kept wondering just~ how many of us 
knew it. He must have been very brave, 
for he played the game to the end. 


We were in a position where the Hun 
pounded us day and night. The B. C. party's 
quarters were under a ruined house which 
might fall at any moment. The enemy had 
already scored several direct hits on it. 
Suddenly, in the middle of a strafe, he be- 
gan to undress, 


When he was asked what he was doing he 
paid no attention. When he'd got rid of 
every stitch of clothing he dashed out into 
the area where the shells were falling. He 
was stark mad. 

That's why one must beware of self-pity. 
I mustn't think of you too often. I must 
act as though we had never met. I must— 

But this is foolishness—one can't get rid 
of memory. Since I can’t forget you, I must 
make your memory a help. Who was it said 
--Epictetus, wasn't it-—that every burden 
has two handles—one by which it can be 
carried, and one by which it cannot? The 
wise man finds the handle by which he 


‘can carry his burden. 


Here's the way in which I'm golag to 
make my love for you help. At the end of 
the war, if I survive, I'll seek you out; 
that promise shall be my goal. Meanwhile 
I'll] cease to keep in touth with you. We're 
both engaged upon ar adventure equally 


lonely and too fine to be disturbed by 


selfishness. 
Cutting Wire. 

A week ago, by the most extraordinary of 
accidents, I found a book which confirms 
me in this decision. There was some enemy 
frontline wire that had to be cut before 
our infantry made their attack; it was im- 
possible by consulting contours on the map 
to say from what point one could view it. 
You cut wire by bursting shrapnel just 
over it and stripping it off the stakes by 
the impact of the bullets. 

To do this each round ought to be ob- 


served. There was great competition among 
the officers of our brigade as to who 
should get the credit of having done the 
job. Our only chance was to wander about 
the trenches and out in No Man's Land, if 
need be, till we struck a point which had 
been wrongly put in on the map, from 
which our line of vision would clear ths 
crest and let us see the entanglements on 
the other side, 

I brad a hunch that I knew a place from 
which I could see it. It was a smashed-in 
Hun gunpit, in the debatable ground be- 
tween Fritzie's and our own front line. 
There was a sap leading to it, but it was 
very shallow. Any movement there was cer- 
tain to attract the enemy snipers. One of 
them, whom our chaps had nicknamed 
“Little Willie,” made this sap his specialty 
In order that I might not afford him a 
target, | got up very early #0 to sneak in 
whem tly! mist was on the ground. I took

spend my day there, do my job and get 
out when the night fell. 
Into No Man’s Land. 

To cut a long story short, I got into the 
gun pit without being detected. It wis a 
beastly mess and had evidently been the 
scene of fierce fighting. There was a pile 
of dead Germans before the entrance, as 
though our fellows had caught them as 
they tried to rush out. 


They lay there with their arms across 
their faces, shielding their eyes, in every 
sort of pitiful attitude. I'd made a bad bet 
about the gun-pit, for it was choked with 
debris and impossible to enter. There was 
a dug-out by the side, however, with stairs 


. leading down; though the timbers were all 


slantwise, it was possible to squeeze past, 
and it gave us concealment. The visibility 
was still wretched, so, having nothing better 
te do, we began to investigate. 


At the bottom of the stairs there was a 
shored-up chamber, with two bunks made of 
chicken wire. Leading off to the right was 
@ tunnel, so knocked about that you had 
to go on your hands and knees to pass 
through it. When you're in a place of this 
kind it’s always well to employ your leisure 
in trying to find another exit. You may 
meed it. One shell, well directed, would seal 
up your entrance. . 


So down on our hands and knees we went 
te see where the tunnel led. It wasn’t a 
very pleasant business, for in falling the 
dirt had buried quite a number of the old 
inhabitants; as a consequence, our crawling 
was farther uphill and down dale. I sup- 
pose we must have gone 20 yards when we 
came to a second chamber. The air was fou] 
with decay and damp. There was a glimmer 
of light far above us, which evidently came 
from a caved-in exit. I turned on my flash- 
light. What I saw was startling. 

Fate. 

A big Prussian was sitting on the edge of 
his bunk. He must have been dead three 
weeks, but he looked lifelike. On the floor 
was a book which had fallen from his hand: 
I picked it up. Incongruously enough, its 
binding was preserved by a newspaper cover. 
I glanced at the title: “The Research 
Magnificent,” by H. G. Wells. I glanced 
through the pages; the first thing I struck 
was a marked passage with some comment 
scrawled against it in German. 


The passage read: “Like all of us, he had 
been prepared to take life in a certain way 
and life had taken him, as it takes all of 
us, in an entirely different way. He had 
been ready for noble deeds . . .” 


At that point the marking ended. I looked 
at this philosopher, forgotten and entombed 
deep underground. His beard had grown, 
his eyes were sunken, his mouth 
was open, his head lolled in an 
imbecile fashion. Across _ his 
temple was a wide gash where 
the fragment of a bomb had 


him timt to feel fear was to. fall short of 
aristocracy. But as he emerged from tne 
egotism of adolescence he came to realize 
that everyone feels fear; and your true 
aristocrat is not one who has eliminated 
it, but one who controls and ignores it.” 
The Englishman's note is: “Bravo! old cock! 
Now you're talking!” 
At Last a Letter. 

At last a letter,and a long letter. I found 
it at the guns when I got back from up- 
front this morning. It’s exactly the kind of 
day when one would expect one’s luck to 
change. The skies are high and fleecy; the 
mud is drying up; theré’s a touch of pre- 
mature spring in the air. 

It’s the kind of day when one expects to 
find primroses in London; and in New 
York—what kind of flowers do they sell in 
the street there? Some day, when war is 
over, you shall take me down Fifth avenue 
and we'll find out. It’s the kind of day 
when a man plans and looks ahead, and 
feels in his bones that he’s going to live 
forever. 

So you've seen something of what war is 
like! You can’t tell me very plainly, but I 
can read between the lines and guess. A 
month ago we heard rumors that the Hun 
had made a break in a sector held by the 
French. It never occurred to me that you 
might be there. Thank God, it didn't. 

It's easy to be brave for one’s self, but 
to have known that you were in danger 
would have been intolerable. You remem- 
ber that I protested in Paris that they 
were placing your hospital too near the 
front line. I nearly made you angry with 
protesting; you were so eager to share the 
game with us men. I remember how you 
said, “Our lives are of less value than you 
men’s—there are more of us in the world. 
If they can afford to let you get killed why 
shouldn't we be allowed to take our chance 
to death?” I’m proud of you—immensely 
proud. 

Exciting Days. 

I understand now the reason for your long 
silence. After the order came out for the 
evacuation of the civil population, you, who 
remained behind, were not allowed to write. 
By all accounts, even if you had been al- 
lowed, you were too busy. 

I'm trying to picture all the hazard of 
those exciting. days when the Huns were 
breaking through, and nobody knew to what 
depth. I can see you racing to and fro in 
your Ford ambulance, carrying your babies 
out of the shelled town and, when that was 
done, volunteering to stay behind in the 
thick of it to tend the wounded, 

You've seen troops marching up, singing, 
with the certainty in their hearts that they- 
were going to die. You've stood by the road

and cheered them; they blew kisses to you, 
laughing gaily, and you blew kisses back. 
For many of them you were the last won.- 
an they would see in this world. How simple 
and happy everything becomes in the pres- 
ence of a great sacrifice! I can see you in 
your uniform of the Croix Rouge Ameri- 
caine, the white veil flowing back and your 
young face ecstatic, while all in front, in an 
abandon of heroic exaltation, the ceaseless 
tide of doomed men flowed by.

You've seen that same tide return—the 
crimson ripples of what was left of it; men 
without hands, or eyes or legs, limping, car- 
ried on stretchers, hurried in the ambu- 
lance. I think the most poignant thing 
you've told me is of the man without lips 
who pressed your dress against his bandages 
in gratefulness. Could I see you I should 
find you changed, you say; the sleepless 
nights have done their work. I expect I 
should find you changed—as metal is tried 
in the furnace. : 

So your friend at last has had her de- 
sire. I shall never forget the sharp whisper, 


- like a sob stifled, in which she said: “I 


wish I had married my man.” Since her 
lover was killed in action, she was always 
thrusting forward, nearer and nearer to the 
zone of danger. 

She must be happy now that she has 
shared his end. Don’t you think there was a 
touch of conscience in her obsession? Per- 
haps he had asked her to marry him before 
he went and she refused him. It seemed to 
me like that. It was fine of her to protect 
the dying poilu with her body from the 
falling shells. Fine and fruitless! “As you 
say, he would have died anyhow. The sheer 
wastefulness of her death makes it the 
more heroic. 

She did not leok that type of girl. She 
impressed, me at first as being hard and 
managing and selfish; there was too much 
drive in her character. Probably she wasn't 
like that. 

The one and only time that she betrayed 
her inner gentleness was when she said: “I 
wish I had married my man.’ You may call 
war damnable, a vile misuse of courage— 
there is nothing too bad that can be said 
about it—and yet, as nothing else does, it 
teaches us how to die for our friends. It 
has a knack, which peace had never learn- 
ed, of uncovering the splendor in common- 
place persons. 

And now you're again in comparative 
safety. I wonder how .comparative. You're 
once again nursing refugee babies behind 
the lines. Little Gaston, you say, is your 
favorite. He’s six, has the face of an old 
man of 80 and the most heavenly blue eyes. 
You live in an old caserne,and “It’s dread- 
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fully draughty and most horribly unsani- 
tary,” and you're terrifically happy. 

At first, when I fell in love with you, I 
almost resented your intrusion; not that 
you did actually intrude, for even up to this 
day you have not so much as raised your 
little finger. If I stopped writing for any 
reason, I sheuld not hear from vou again. 
You are like La Giocanda in your smiling 
aloofness. You lure without effort‘and are 
silent. \ 

I wanted to be so strong in this war, 
so single of purpose, and brave for hard- 
ship. I didn’t want to have any regrets if 
the hour came for the final sacrifice. Long 
ago when we all went along about our own 
selfish business of money-gathering and 
fame-getting, I used to distrust love as a 
kind of sickness, and yet all the while—l 
must tell the truth—I longed for it des- 
perately. 

In the old days I used to watch -attacks 
with mixed sensations. I used to look at 
dead men, wondering whether they had 
children. It wasn’t a dead man that I saw 
on a battlefield, but the tragedy of unborn 
children. I felt that tragedy for myself; lL 
hungered to have a youngster who would be 
myself over again long after I was dead. 

Love Letters. 

These are absurd words to write you. By 
no hint have I warned you that you all all 
my life. You may not care for me; I have 
no reason to suppose that you do. 

And yet for men in the mass, love seems 
by no means rare. There’s hardly a driver 
or a gunner in my battery who has not 
his Flor or his Dorothy. I have to censor 
their letters so I'm pretty well acquainted 
with the heart-affairs of my men. 

Some of them are regular Don Juans, 
making the same protestations of undy- 
ing affection in half a dozen different di- 
rections.

The Perfect Hand Debate Will Not Down—Argument and Evidence Confute Theory

Whenever somebody has apparently 
killed it by saying “the last word,> along 


comes a new bit of evidence or a new 
theory, and the debate is very much alive 
acain. 

Professor Theodore W. Gibson, head of 
the department of mathematics at Long 
Island University, had hardly finished ais 
dissertation on the subject—saying that the 
five perfect hands reported in 1929 could 
hardly have been dealt in good faith—than 
along comes a combination of new evidence 
and new argument on the ather side of the 
case. This time it is a business man, George 
William Wilson, of New York, who says: 
“Professor Gibson’s faith in mathematics 
dealing with cards is too strong.” 


“My work deals with mathematics,” he 
avers, “in a more practical way than Pro- 
fessor Gibson's. I often have recourse to 
the theory of, probability. Because of this, 
I know that hands of chance fall irregularly 
and that the theory is not sound on card 
play over a period of a year. A period of 10 
years might show better results.” 

And then comes the astonishing part, 
when one considers that—reckoned purely 
from a mathematical standpoint—a player 
Should hold all 13 cards of some particular 
suit once out of every 158,000,000,000 deals. 
Mr. Wilson says that during the last year 
he saw the following freak hands: 

“In August I held 13 spades, my partner 
held 13 clubs, thé diamonds and hearts were 
divided. 

“In December I held four aces and K, 
Q. J, 10, 9, 8, 7, 6 and 5 of one suit.” 

Since the two deals with 13 cards of a 
suit had not been previously reported, this 
makes a total of seven such hands an- 
nounced for 1929. Mr. Wilson, having seen 
two of them, is no doubt the first individual 
to claim that rare privilege twice in a 
Single lifetime. He makes no mention of 
any peculiarities of the dealing, such as 
new decks of unshuffled cards, a jokesmith 
in the ‘offing who would purposely stack 
the cards to have some fun, a “goulash 
deal” or anything of the sort.

A Law a Week 


When is a card led or played?—The law 
is different for declarer, dummy and ad- 
versaries—the defensive players. In the case 
of declarer, a card is not deemed to be 
led or played until it is quitted face up 
on the table. In the case of an adversary, 
a card is led or played when it is so placed 
or held that his partner sees its face. It is 
considered to be led or played from dummy 
when declarer touches or names it. If; in 
touching a card in dummy, declarer says, 
“I arrange,” or words to that effect: or if 
he be manifestly pushing one or more cards 
aside to reach the one desired, touching 
a card does not constitute a lead or play.

12S POONER or later, in every discus- 
Sa “ran sion about family life and the dis- 
fs? pat cipline and training of children, 
“mam, ecemnes the question, “What about 
grandmothers?” If you answer, “Well, what 
about them?” you hear a regular indict- 
ment, almost a uniform answer: “Ry 
mother fs a fine woman. I love her dearly 
and I am no end grateful to her, but"—— 

“When it comes to having her in the 
house with the children of leaying the chil- 


dren with her—ncthing doing. Away “from . 


their. grandmother they are well behaved 


and stay on a reasonabiec routine with readi-_ 


ness. They co-operate with us in keeping 
family rules. But when she is there every- 
thing goes to pot!” ’ 

“My son had pneumonia,” said one 
mother, “but our attention had to be divid- 
ed between him and my mother, because 
she was having a collapse over his illness.” 

“It isn’t so much what my husband’: 
mother does and says as it is her constant 


worry about the children that is making 


them self-centered.” 

“My husband’s mother almost broke up 
our home. She tried not to criticize the 
“way in Which I handled the children, but 
it was plain to any ene that she thought 
me incompetent and slack because I ran 
Aine house for the benefit of my family in- 
stead of for a reputation as a housekeeper. 
Finally my husband came to agree with her. 
It was only after I ‘reformed’ and ran the 
house her way for a while that he began. to 
see how comfortable my way had been.” 

“We are poor and must live simply. My 
mother is rich. She showers gifts on my 
children that are demoralizing. A fine fur 
coat to my seven+year-old son, an auto 
to my 18-year-old daughter, who is the sort 
who needs steadying instead of urging on.” 

“My whole family and I are at outs, be- 
cause my wife's mother wants our boy to be 


a@ little lady. She coddles his health and - 


warns him against drafts, asks solicitiously 
after his health and even asks him if he 


“My mother wants our boy to be a 
pacifist. He has red hair—and she cries 
when he comes in with a bloody nose. I 
don't want him to fight, cither, but that is 
no way to tackle the problem. 

“My mother-in-law talks too much. She 


discusses everything. There are thousands 
of things in a family that have to be ignor- 
ed, such as awkwardness and lots of nois¢, 
but nothing ever gets by my wife’s mother!”’ 


“My husband's mother is a crepe hanger. 
Everything is far the worst in this worst 
of all worlds. That is a terrible atmosphere. 
It is bad enough for me, but my poor chil- 
dren can hardly laugh at all, because they 
might make grandma lose count of the 
funerals that pass up our street.” 


“And the worst of it is,’ said one man 
who might have been summing up to all, 
“my mother was a leader in her generation. 
Ghe was active and successful and efficient 
and happy. And it is a.common complaint. 
Most of the men and women that 1 know 
have the same trouble!” 


But, of course, we must not conduct a 
one-sided trial. Let’s ask the grandmothers. 


“My husband died when my three chil- 
dren were young. I made a home for them 
out of almost nothing. I scrimped and saved 
apd made over things so that they could 
jook as nice as their friends, and I sent 
them through college. Then they married 
and all had children. They made good 
financially and I want for nothing. I said 
to myself, ‘Now I'll have my reward in just 
watching and loving and being loved by my 
grandchildren.” But it hasn't worked that 
way! When I see my daughter making the 
same mistakes that I did and for which my 
children had to pay—when I see my son 
spending money that would make his old 

* age comfortable and not teaching thrift to 
his children—when I see my other son’s‘wife 


The happy grandmother is the one who has plenty to interest her, the 
one who has kept her outside contacts fresh and vital through the years 


gadding about, leaving her own business 
and the children with rips and tears and 
safety pins for buttons—I just can’t keep 
still.” 


“The trouble between me and my son-in- 
law is he hasn't any religion and I'm old- 
fashioned. I believe in doing right for right’s 
sake. It seems to me he is ruining his chil- 
dren when he teaches them a doctrine that 
what is serviceable is right—and I try to 
counteract his teaching!” | 

“My daughter-in-law is extravagant and 
careless of the children’s health. The phrase 
that is always on her lips is, ‘They hav: 
got to learn by experience. I can’t help feel- 
ing she should see what wraps they put on 
cach time they go out.” 

But it isn’t enough to judge from fail- 
ures. What about the families where grand- 
mothers are a success? 


“My mother-in-law is a brick,” says one 
young woman, mother of four children. 
“But I think our happy relationship is not 
due so much to the fact that she tends to 
her own business as that she has business 
to tend to. My husband was the last of the 
children to leave home. My father-in-law 
had independent means and retired from 
business. For a while they ‘followed the 
sun,’ you know—sat in hotel lobbies 1n 
Florida and California and took a tour 
around the world. She did it for two years 
and then she got tired of waiting to die, 
as she put it, and opened a hat shop. She 


hired a woman who 'was technically well 
trained and went into it right. You can 
imagine the furofe. You can’t evcu imagine 
the pressure put on her to quit. When she 
looked tired everybody beeged her to give 
it up! But her three daughters-in-law stood 
by her and now she has a fine business that 
she adores. Everybody is reconciled but my 
father-in-law. He sits around the house all 
day with a long face. He is my problem.” 


“Nobody could have a better mother-in- 
law than mine. When her daughter and I 
married we asked her to live with us. She 
turned us down cold and turned her son 
down, too. She has a room and a kitchen- 
ette and she makes nice litie messes to eat 
and invites people in. If one of the chil- 
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dren is missing you can know he’s at grand- 
ma’s looking at the things in the what-not 
or listening to the shell or dressing dolls 
for the bazaar. And she runs the parish 
house so well that the rector hardly has to 
look in. I say to myself, how out of luck I'd 
be if she turned all that energy on us.” 

“When my wife’s father died we said to 
Mother Smith, ‘You come with us or we 
come with you.’ ‘Not for anything, she an- 
swered. ‘If I can be of service call on me, 
but in the mean time I am going to Europes 
to see what they are doing for tubercular 
children, and when I get home I am going 
on the board of our sanatorium and try to 
make it a modern placé.’” 


It seems to me that the trouble with 


grandmothers only occurs when they think 
of themselves as grandmothers. The ques- 
tion is, Are grandmothers human beings? 
Have they a right (and a duty) to live their 
own lives, or are they a specific and par- 
ticular part of society that is not allowed 
to have any life of its own? 


It is a monumental tragedy, a _ social 
catastrophe and an indictment against our 
civilization that we educate women in our 
schools and in our homes and then, train- 
ed and disciplined in the best sense and 
freed of the responsibilities and duties that 
come with the child bearing period, but 
still in full possession of their faculties, we 
turn them out to grass like old horses. Only 
they do not feed on grass; they feed on the 
happiness and peace of their relatives. 
Everybody knows and admits the catastro- 
phe of a well man retiring from business 
unless he has a hobby that means every- 
thing to him. Every one knows how quick- 
ly a man deteriorates when he steps out of 
harness. He may surrender his heavier bur- 
dens, but unless he keeps his interests, his 
plight ts pathetic. Why is the situation for 
a woman any less deplorable? 

And the very children who later suffer 
are the ones who encourage it most. Sons 
say, “Now, mother, you've worked so hard 
it is time you took a well-earned rest.” And 
so they leave her with idle hands or without 
that prime drive—some really constructive 
thing to do, “Busy work,” as the old- 


fashioned primary teachers used to call it, 
is not enough. 

Of course, the time to reform is before 
they are grandmothers. While they are 
still young they must maintain construc- 
tive outside interests. “But how can I,” they 
sometimes ask, “without neglecting my hus- 
band and children?” “Then go right ahead 
and neglect them some,” is the answer. The 
husband and children can be no happier 
than the mother. Not every one is in the 
situation of the woman with three children 
who had to struggle so hard to make both 
ends meet. But even she would have done 
a better job had she retained her own out- 
side interests. What if the children didn't 
look quite as well as their friends? What, 
indeed, if they weren’t even put through 
college? What price college for them if 
their whole afterlives are to be hampered 
and made unhappy by the obligation that 
she incurred for them? 


Human beings (among whom must be 
classed mothers) are entitled to some life 
other than that supplied them 
wives or husbands or children. 

But while we can modify our own lives 
we cannot, alas, change the pasts of our 
mothers. We can develop in ourselves that 
most serviceable of all traits, “constructive” 
selfishness,” but what can we do about our 
children’s grandmothers? 

Each case has to be judged and mtt on 
its own merits. But there are a few clear- 
cut things. The first duty is clearly to our 
OW marriage lives. It is for the good of 
society that so long as married people love 
one another they “leave all” and do what 
clinging is to be done to the partner of 
their marriage. The relationship of husband 
and wife is the basis of family well-being. 
And corollary to that is the duty to supply 
children with an atmosphere adequate to 
growth. No matter what falls, or who is 
hurt, the duty there is fairly clear. We 


have to make for children an environment 
as free of blights as possible. If a grand- 
mother has to be so classed it’s sad, but 
the break has to be made. 

But the grandmother situation isn’t ac- 
tually as dark as it looks. The knot at least 
can usually be untanglied; when it cant, 
surgery is indicated. Most older women 
would be glad enough to live their own 
lives. But the very son or daughter who re- 
sents the interference of the mother or 
mother-in-law and who grows restive under 
advice or guidance may be the first to say: 
“Oh, but mother, you can’t take a job, or 
you can't live alone! What would people 
think? Suppose you got ill! What would you 
do then? . . Dear me, no! You mustn't 
take the chairmanship of that committee, 
or you know you couldn't undertake a busi- 
ness. It would tire you all out.” If people 
would give as much understanding and en- 
couragement ,to an older person in a new 
business as they would offer to an adoles- 
cent boy trying to grow pigeons or even 
collect stamps it would be enough. 

But people take a particular delight in 
bossing their parents. They bully them 
frightfully: “Look out for that step, be care- 
ful when you cross the street,” until capable, 
happy, effective people are turned into fear- 
tul, discouraged derelicts waiting to go to 
the wreckers. 

As one active gentlewoman of 80 said: 
“My sons and daughters worried me to 
death about my health until I had it out 
with them. ‘Be careful, be careful, they 
were always saying, until finally I blew up. 
‘What do you want me to be so careful 
of my old bones for?’ I said. ‘So Ill make 
a handsome corpse? No! As long as I live, 
and it may be ten or fifteen years longer, 
I'm going to be as active as I please. After 
a long and busy life I deserve what's left 
to enjoy as I please, and if I please to work, 
that is my business.’ And after that I just 
went on about my own business and Im 
still here and we are all happy.” 

It seems to me she has the solution—in 
that last sentence.

W hat Has Happened to Justice: 


Nights of Dread When 
the Toledo Clubber 
Stalked. 


BY PETER LEVINS. 


HE first of the Toledo horrors oc- 

curred on the night of May 24, 
1925. The victim was Mrs. Emma 
Hatfield, 48, a resident of the 
West End section of Toledo. She had visit- 
ed a sister, living near by, and was re- 
turning to her own home when an un- 
seen assailant struck her down with a 
club. She was found uncoriscious in an 
alley. Her skull had been fractured and 
her clothing had been stripped from. her 
and scattered over the alley. 

The second clubbing occurred on Au- 
gust 21, 1925, two weeks before Mrs. Hat- 
field died of her wounds. The victim was 
Mrs. Lydia Baumgarter, 24, mother of two 
children. Her body was found, several 
hours after her death, in an areaway be- 
tween two houses near the scene of the 
attack upon Mrs. Hatfield. Her head had 
been crushed and then almost severed from 
her neck. The body, moreover, had been 
slashed with a knife from neck to stom- 
ach. 

Toledo suddenly awoke to the fact that 
a degenerate, afflicted with a periodic urge 
to do murder, was abroad in the com- 
munity. 


The police had found no clew to the 
fiend’s identity after the attack on Mrs. 
Hatfield. nor had they any clew after the 
second horror, beyond the dreadful circum- 
stance of similarity. 

Both the victims had been women, both 
had been struck with a club, and from be- 
hind. And neither of them had been rob- 
bed—save of their lives. Mrs. Baumgart- 
ner’s body had been found in a _ well- 
traveled traffic artery, only a few blocks 
from downtown Toledo but no one had 
seen anything nor heard the woman 
scream. 

No one had been near by. If they had, 
they might have heard something. A laugh. 

But the people of Toledo, were to hear 
that laugh many times, in their dreams 
if not actually, in the ensuing months. 

The police were called upon to track 
down this werewolf before he ran complete- 
ly amuck, but as has been pointed out be- 
fore in this series, such crimes as these 
are extremely difficult to trace. Toledg 1s 
a city of some 250,000 inhabitants and has 
its quota of degenerates like any other 
community. Any one of several hundreds 
of persons, probably, might have commit- 
ted the two crimes. Indeed, for all their 
similarity, the two murders might not have 
been the work of the same individual. Thus 
far, it.was guesswork. : 


SUSPECTS PICKED UP; 
EACH ONE RELEASED. 


Suspects were picked up, as usual, and 
questioned for days, but in the end each 
was released. 

And the Clubber struck again, exactly 
one month after the murder and mutila- 
tion of Mrs. Baumgartner. 

Mrs. Frank Hall, 50, left her home near 
the fashionable Collingwood avenue resi- 
dential district that evening in September 
to mail a letter. The Clubber stepped up 
behind her from the shadows and crashed 
his cudgel on her head. She raised her 
hands to ward off a second blow, screaming 
at the top of her lungs. 

He did not strike her again. He laughed 
once and vanished. 

Mrs. Hall, though severely wounded, sur- 
vived. 

And still there was no clew. 

Three weeks of dread—then the fourth 
attack. Miss Wilma Hoadley, 24, was walk- 
ing toward her home, in the same district 
where Mrs. Hatfield and Mrs. Baumgart- 
ner were slain, early in the evening of 
November 16, when she was struck from 
behind without warning. The club, wielded 
with terrific power, missed her head and 
glanced along her shoulder. She sank to 
the ground, screaming with terror. He rain- 
ed blows upon her. 

But again he did not finish his work. 
Pedestrians who were less than a block 
away saw a dim figure bending over some- 
thing on the sidewalk. Then he whirled 
quickly and raced away 

And now hysteria took possession of To- 
ledo Four attacks—two murders (Miss 
Hoadley also recovered’ and still no clew to 
the fiend. All police vacations were re- 
called, Patrolmen and officers in civilian 
clothes were ordered upon doubie shifts. 
Squad cars loaded with heavily-armed po- 
lice cruised the “clubber district.” 

Two days later he struck again.

Dorothy Sielagowski, whose murder 


Hoppe confessed. 


Miss Frieda Draheim, 30, had been 
visiting her sister on the evening of the 
18th in the same general locality of three 
of the four attacks. She was walking 
along, bound for home, when a furtive fig- 
ure jumped from the shadow of a tree 
and felled her. Raymond Gorman, 17 years 
old, walking within 200 feet of the young 
woman, saw the attack and, yelling at the 
top of his voice, ran to Miss Draheim’s as- 
Sistance. 

A brief, triumphant laugh—and the club- 
ber was gone. 

Miss Draheim, also seriously hurt, was 
hysterical for weeks, but eventually recov- 
ered. She could give the authorities no as- 
Sistance for she had not seen her assail- 
ant. 


+ 

Toledo's reign of dread was in full 
career. The authorities had been doing 
everything possible, yet there had been two 
attacks in two days. Throughout the city 
women were in a state of panic—and cer- 
tainly it Was no unreasonable state of mind. 
They feared to venture out of their homes. 
As in the case of the Omaha maniac. Frank 
Carter, and the dread hatchet slayer in 
the same city some time later. one pervert- 
ed human being had reduced an entire 
community to .a state of abject fright. 

To meet the emergency one Toledo 
agency arranged to provide Boy Scout es- 
corts, working in pairs, for women whose 
employment compelled them to be upon 
the streets at night. Officials of the Amer- 
ican Legion began the organization of a 
group of 1,000 ex-service men vigilantes. 
Deputy sheriffs, railroad police, private de- 
tectives and watchmen joined in the hunt. 

And the Clubber struck again. 


It was during the very next night of 
that mad week. The victim was Mrs. Cora 
Bachelor, 38, a matron for the Ohio Bell 
Telephone company. The attack occurred 
on the rim of the so-called Clubber dis- 
trict, within a block of the home of Ma- 
jor Arthur D. Hill, director of public safe- 
ty. She was hurrying home from work—~— 
hurrying, because she was afraid—and she 
was only a block from home when he 
seized her from behind. 

“I begged him not to hit me,” she re- 
lated later. “He laughed. 

“It was the most awful thing I ever 
heard in my life. It didn’t sound human. 
Then he struck.” 

The matron, fainting from pain and 
fright, sank to the ground and her assall- 
ant, still laughing, slunk away into the 
Shadows of nearby back yards and alleys. 
Mrs. Bachelor's thick hair and heavy felt 
hat had saved her from a fractured skull. 

Within a few minutes of this attack the 
qgdistrict swarmed with armed men. They 
surrounded that particular section for sey- 
eral blocks. But the Clubber escaped. 

With the greatest man hunt in the city’s 
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history in progress, he nad struck again 
and escaped. Small wonder that the in- 
habitants felt the way they did. De- 
tectives roamed through the city’s room- 
ing houses, arresting scores of unfor- 
tunates. Mental defectives by the dozen 
were picked up, only to be released or com- 
mitted to institutions. There was talk of 
calling in the state militia. 


The general hysteria led to reports of 
two attacks the next night, but careful 
investigation proved that the reports had 
not been authentic. Certain fear-ridden 
minds had begun to see attacks that had 
not occurred, had begun to imagine that 
they could discern in the shadows of every 
deserted street the lurking madman with 
his murderous club, Not many women slept 
peacefully in*Toledo that night. ... 


AND AGAIN THE 
CLUBBER STRUCK. 


On subsequent nights the police éontin- 
ued to exercise the utmost vigilance, though 


few women ventured abroad alone. Among 


these who did, however, were some police- 
women, wearing overseas helmets of stee! 
and accompanied at a distance by body- 
guards. These boldiy walked through the 
“clubber district” courting attack. But they 
failed to trap him, as did all other at- 
tempts. 
And again he struck 


It happened two months after the at- 
tack on Mrs. Bachelor. The victim was 
Miss Mary Handley, 44. She was found 
dead, her head crushed by repeated blows 
of a heavy instrument, at 8:30 a. m., Jan- 
uary 19, 1926. in the rear of a yard next 
to her own home. A trail of blood led to 
the front, where her hat was found. She 
had been dead three hours 

A new wave of horror swept over the 
city. The inhabitants had begun to hope 
that the series of attacks had ended, that 
possibly some mental defective sent away 
to an asylum. had been the Clubber. Again 
there was public outeryv. Again there were 
arrests. Putile. He was not caught 

Several months passed. No new attacks, 
The strain eased a littl 

On the night of October 26. 1926. Miss 
Lily Dale Croy, 26, popular teacher in the 
Toledo public schools, and a member of a 
family that was rather prominent socially 
im the city, left the downtown building of 
the University of Toledo. where she had 
attended a night class. Usually she drove 
lo class in her electric automobile, but ou

this pleasant autumn evening she walked, 

Miss Croy did not arrive home at her 
usual hour. Her mother, a widow, became 
alarmed... She called the police. Officers 
and friends began a search for the teacher, 

They found her at 1:35 a. m. Her body 
was under a fire escape of Washingten 
school—in the “clubber district.’ Three 
blows had crushed her head. Her clothing 
had been slashed from her body, even te 
her shoes. Blood stained the dull green 
of the school lawn. The red trail showed 
that she had been struck down on the sidee- 
walk and dragged to a dark corner of the 
building. 


THE CLUBBER SEEMED 
LIKE A MERE GHOST. 


The wolf had tasted blood again. 

The newspapers, speaking for the pani@e 
stricken residents, raised a loud clamor, 
Offered generous rewards, hired private de« 
tectives. It was a very distressing period 
for the authorities. But the private agents 
did no better than the city officers. The 
Clubber seemed like a ghost who could ase 
sume mortal flesh for a brief moment and 
then vanish. 

Miss Croy’s death marked the eighth of 
the Clubber horrors. As the months passed 
without a recurrence of the maniac’s active 
ities, Toledo tried to recover its peace of 
mind—and then 4n a night in May, 1924, 
another fiendish crime brought the Clube} 
ber back into the headlines. And a new 
nightmare was on 

A little girl was kidnaped and strangled 
early in the morning of May 29, 1928. She 
was Dorothy Sielagowsk!, daughter of @ 
poor Polish workman, who occupied a amall 
dwelling, remote from the scene of the 
Clubber's attacks. Seven-year-old Dorothy 
had been sleeping with her three sisters 
in one bed on the second floor. 


A CHILD SCKEAMS;

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What I Think of Your Women 


How Do American Women Differ From Their British Sisters? Have Either of Them Gained Full Equality 
With Men—in Either Politics or Business? Here Is the Answer of a Woman Member 
of England’s Parliament Who Recently Visited This Country 
By Mary Agnes Hamilton, M. P. 


Author of “Three Against Fate,”’ “Less Than the Dust” and Other Books 


NE question constantly addressed 
to me wherever I went during my 
recent month’s visit to the United 
States still haunts me, demanding 
the answer I was never able to find. What- 
ever else an interviewer did or did not ask 
me, whether he omitted India or the “dole” 
or not, and showed no interest either in 
in the naval conference or the life of the 
labor government, he always wanted to 
know what I thought of the American wom- 
an and what differences I saw between her 
and her British sister. No suggestion on my 
part that a month was a short time and 
American women a large number of vastly 
dissimilar human beings was of any avail. 
Again and again the question faced me, and 
now I must try to make terms with it. 

Differences there are. One sees women 
who could not be anything but American, 
just as there are women who could not be 
anything but British. But merely looking 
at a woman is by no means as helpful as 
it used to be. I tried that game on the 
steamer out and back and missed as often 
as I hit, so long as I relied on my eyes 
alone. 

Once one had only to glance up to a 
woman’s complexion and down to her feet. 
Good feet and a poor skin used to prefigure 
the American, just as poor feet and a good 
skin did the English woman. Not so today. 
Good feet, like neat heads, are universal. 
There are, largely as a result of this, more 
well-dressed and apparently nice-looking 
women in the world than there ever were. 


But they all wear the same clothes, these 


well-dressed, well-shod women, whether 
they come from Chicago or Costa Rica, 
Paris or Prague, London or Louisville, they 
all wear the same slippers. What was once 
the distinction of the United States—a dis- 
tinction confined to its women; th@ feet of 
the American male are and were another 
story—is now the birthright of every woman 
everywhere. 

And if the American foot has imposed 
itself internationally, so has the English 
complexion. The curious pallid skin, prod- 
uct of hot rooms, ice water and a naturally 
humid atmosphere, is buried now under 
layers of face cream, powder and the other 
aids by which “that schodl-girl complexion” 
has been enabled to mock at the march of 
time and the ungerenous inequality of na- 
ture. Never has this world contained so 
many females of unguessable age, and con- 
sequently unimaginable nationality. 


Unimaginable, of course, till they speak. 
Let the lady open her lips and the secret 
is a secret no longer. Individually and col- 
lectively the northern American voice is in 
pitch and timbre, even more different from 
the British than it is in intonation. De- 
prived of all one’s other senses, one would 
know whether one was in London or New 
York by the infallible witness of one’s ears. 
Deeper than any of the marked dissimilari- 
ties that separate the talk of a Texan from 
a Chicagoan, a New Yorker or a Bostonian, 
as they divide that of a Yorkshireman from 
that of a Scott or a Londoner is this tonal 
gap between the speech music of the races. 

This, however, is a difference common to 
both sexes: my questions were not interest- 
ed in the modes that separate the male of 
the species from each other, but in those 
proper only to the females. And here the 
very emphasis on “the American woman" 
does help one to answer. “What do you 
think of the American woman?” One went 
about with that dinning in one’s ears. No 
such question is addressed to the visitor to 
London or Berlin, Paris or Vienna. “What 
do you think of our women?” is not a prob- 
lem that arises spontaneously to the lips ol! 
the British interviewer. Nor have I met 
it often on the Continent of Europe. Mean- 
ing, deep meaning, may well lurk behind 
the fact that it is so insistent in the United 
States 

The simplest interpretation of what lit 
means is that the American is proud of his 
women: that woman is, as it were, exhibit 
A in the national! gallery. And this 1s, in 
fact, the view that seems to be taken by 
the majority of American women them- 
selves. With a naivete that is, as a rule, 
perfectly amiable, they regard themselves 
as the finer half of creation, and conceive 
it to be not so much the duty as the privi- 
lege of the lower masculine order to sup- 
port them. The more modern-minded ones 
among them who prefer to earn their own 
living even after they are married carry

over into that action a delicate contempt 
for any assumed obligations to their male 
partners which marriage might have seem- 
ed to connote; and, in accordance with the 
same logic, many of them prefer to keep 
their maiden names to the confusion, at 
times, of the ignorant visitor. 

This point of view is put, with extreme 
Simplicity, in the remark that “a woman's 
moral number is higher than a man’s,” 
and registered rather touchingly in the 
early eagerness with which you are invited 
to “meet the wife.” More in this than the 
expansive social gregariousness which dif- 
ferentiates the American of either sex from 
the Britisher. The man feels, and the wom- 
an agrees, that she is his great social asset. 
This consciousness, calm and clear, per- 
meates her being. It gives her poise, it gives 
her the conviction of being good looking— 
which, though confirmed by ample cos- 
metics, is not always supported by facts; 
it gives her a sense of being irresistibly 
intelligent 

She compares herself not so much with 
other women as with men; and socially this 


comparison is all to the woman's advantage 
in America. Nine times out of ten she will 
be dressed while he is not: and even when 
he its dressed he rarely achieves the char- 
acteristic appearance of the gentleman, 
while she has no difficulty at all in accom- 
plishing that of the lady. Even so, the 100 
per cent American carries about with him 
a serene and profound racial superiority; 
his world is rich in persons whom he can 
despise on grounds of color, nationality or 
religion. In the case of the female of the 
species there is, superimposed on this, the 
glow of social and sexual superiority 

This innate sublimity of the female is a 
creed to which the British man has never 
subscribed. Nor has the British woman 
This, anyhow, is one of those vaguely ele 
vated attributions for which the typical 
British mind has little use. The British code 
of ethics is not too specific, but the British 
male got near to defining it when, in the 
old days of the conflict over votes for worn- 
en, he doubted whether women were sports- 
men, whether they knew how to play the 
game and whether loyalty, with them, had 


deeper than merely personal roots. He 
thereby paid women, on the whole, the come 
pliment of judging them by the same stand. 
ards he applied to men, and it is by those 
standards he judges them today. 

In so far as this is the case, it seems 
to me that, despite all the flattering ape 
pearances to the contrary, the British wome 
an is nearer to the substance of equality 
than the American. Nearer, above all, ta 
that she does not hug to her soul the fate 
tering unction of a kind of mofal superiority 
that is apt to be most confusing to her 
judgment. In this sense and from this point 
of view the average Hritish woman does 
seem to me more realistic than the Amert- 
can. She has her illusions, but they are not, 
as a rule. sentimental, and they are not 
about her own sex. Loyal to her own sen 
she often is: in the younger generation, in- 
deed, this loyalty has, at times, a note al- 
most of passion: but, with the exception 
of a very small band of Feminista--with a 
capital F-her loyalty is mot grounded in

Morenstrasse in Berlin is a _ residential 
street of well-to-do apartment homes. One 
of them, a ponderous seven-story affair, lord- 
ed the block on which it stood with its mas- 
sive granite front, and housed people who 
belonged behind such a _ front—successful 
merchants, several bank directors and the 
like. 


To obtain entry at any time, day or night, 
one rang a bell and gave his name and busi- 
ness to a burly guard who then telephoned 
the person asked for to see if the caller was 
welcome.

friends. 

Johann Nominated. 

Johann Gutkind was nominated by the 
Meldwesen and the Berlin police therefore, 
for further investigation. His whereabouts 
were unknown; for the reprehensible young 
man had not reported to the police his re- 
cent changes of address. He was already 
subject to arrest and punishment for this 
omission, irrespective of the Kernstoff mur- 
der. 

Every name on Johann’s card was taken 
out for further study and the individuals 
themselves placed under surveillance. A 
great deal of this work came to nothing.

A man can not easily promenade about 
a city in the small hours of the night 
with coils of stout rope without being seen 
by a policeman and hustled off to a station 
for examination. And the policeman on the 
Kernstoff beat on the night of the murder 
was a man with a record for keeping his 
eyes open. 

But now the wagonette and the tricycle 
furnished the police machine a new line of 
inquiry. The policeman on the Kernstoif 
beat was asked if he had seen such & 
wagonette. The policeman racked his mem- 
ory and consulted his memorandum book 
in which Berlin policemen, according to 
strict regulations, keep a detailed account 
of everything on their beat that departs in 
the least from routine occurence. 

Suddenly memory furnished what had 
been to insignificant for the policeman to 
enter in his memorandum. At about 3 
o'clock of the morning of the murder a tri- 
cycle wagonette, propelled by a young fel- 
low, went through the’ street, The police- 
‘man, under general jastructions, stopped 
him and made him identify himself. 

His Papers in Order. o 

The youth produced identification papers 
in good order and proved that he was a 
grocer’s clerk. He also told the policeman 
that a cousin of his had a christening that 
night. and the grocer’s clerk had arranged 
with his employer to be allowed to use the 
tricycle wagonette to deliver the extra table 
linens, dishes and cutlery that had been 
hired for the occasion. 

The youth had stayed till the party broke 
up, he said, and was now taking these things 
back to his home to save himself an extra 
trip mext day by returning them on his 
way to work. 

The policeman threw open the lid of the 
wazonette and found a lot of tumbled table 
linen on top. He did not dig deeper into 
the contents, but from a police box tele- 
phoned the grocer for whom the youth 
worked. From him he got confirmation of 
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the boy’s story. So the policeman let him go 


' with his wagonette. 


Under Surveillance. 
The detective machine did not quiz the 
youth. The possibilities were that he would 


betray more if he did not know he was - 


being watched. He was discharging his 
duties as errand boy .to the grocer apparent- 
ly ‘in good faith. But-he was living with a 
degree of comfort rather beyond (n errand’s 
boy wages Every step the boy made was 
followed.

WHAT I THINK ABOUT YOUR WOMEN

any sense of being made of finer clay than 
men. 


Halos are always expensive. The Amer- 
ican woman seems to me to pay a good 
deal for hers. If it is agreeable to have 
her male relatives burning incense before 
her, it mcans that she is often rather lone- 
ly in her shrine. Worse than that is the 
doubt that must visit her from time to time 
as to whether the males nowadays are 


wholly sincere in otitis her’ as a superior 
being. 


The view that women “put prohibition 
across,” whether accurate or not, is not to 
be taken, quite simply, as a compliment— 
nor is it invariably so meant. The compara- 
tive solitude in which the women of s0 
many citie$ carry.on the pursuit of culture 
and the higher life gives to that culture 
a certain rarefied unreality: a suspicion 
may be seen arising now and then that lec- 
tures really are a bit of a bore and that 
the man’s abstention is not wholly sacri- 
ficial nor his. feeling about his wife’s re- 
ligious attendance without a faint infusion 
of tolerance and even humorous scorn. And 


once doubt on this head enters the mind it 
carries far. 


‘Is the Am¢rican woman really as eman- 
cipated as the British? It is not easy to 
reply. Various circumstances tend to mis- 
lead. For example, the prevalence of the 
very small family, consisting of only one 
child, or at most, two children, has meant 
that @ comparatively large number of wom- 
en, inheriting the whole or half of the par- 
ental fortunes, are exceedingly wealthy in 
their own right. Certainly there are more 
of such women in America than there are 
in England, and such wealth carries its own 
freedom with it. The woman of independ- 
ent personal fortune is a distinct factor in 
American life, socially, philanthropically 
and even politically. 

If, nevertheless, the number of women ac- 
tive in politics is small, as compared to the 
number of men of cerresponding rank, and 
small also by comparison with England, one 
must remember that politics is not, as it is 
in England, the central nerye in national 
life. In England, the emancipated woman, 
breaking out of the narrow confines of her 
home, naturally looked first to participation 
in politics as a way of expressing herself 
and making her contribution. Not so in the 
United States. There, politics is marked by 
a very @eneral measure of national con- 
tempt which inevitably affected women the 
more because of their self-conscious halos. 


And anyhow, the-central nerve in Ameri- 
can life is economic, and not political. So it 
is in business and the professions that one 
would expect to find, and does find the 
larger number of women. There they pos- 
sibly outnumber the English women similar- 
ly employed, but so far as I can make out, 
are employed on very much the same condi- 
tions. In other words, not many of them 
have as yet seclred any access to the real 
prizes. These prizes are open to women 
politically in England. Margaret Bondfield 
is a cabinet minister and member of the 
privy council; Susan Lawrence is, as Mar- 
garet Bondfield and the Duchess of Atholl 
have been, a member of the administration. 
And this achievement correctly symbolizes 
the status of the British woman today. She 
is admitted to equality, with all the 
struggles and hardship that goes with it. 


Despite—or, perhaps, because of-her halo~- 
the American woman does not seem to me 
to have quite reached that yet. In so far 
as she still accepts, nay, exalts, privilege— 
if only in the subtle form of being, morally, 
the superior being—she accepts inequality. 

Realism, anyhow, is part of the compen- 
sation, and of the price, of growing older. 
For good and evil, the American woman, 
like tte American man, is young—younger 
than the British. Hence the spontaneous 
enthusiasm so attractive in her; hence, too, 
the fact that those same enthusiasms are 
likely to be a trifle unreflective and conse- 
quently transitory. Her temperature runs 
up and down more swiftly and with more 
Striking leaps than does that of her racially 
older. sister. 

Is that perhaps why one notes, in the 
very accent of devout admiration with 
which the male still speaks of her, a faint 
but definite inflection of irony—an irony of 
which she seems hardly aware? It applies, 
notably, to the conception of woman as the 
moral force in common life. So she is still 
spoken of; at the same time, one is asked 
successive questions about divorce, com- 
panionate marriage, etc... and has one's at- 
tention drawn to head lines in which wom- 
en figure prominently, and hardly to their 
moral advantage, with an expression on 
the questioner’s face, and in his voice, 
which makes it hard not to feel, a certain 
arrest, a certain dubiety as to whether un- 
mixed admiration is being rendered to the 
object thus held up for one’s inspection. 


I get the feeling that the habit of male 
admiration of the female, as the vehicle of 
cultural and ethical values is, nowadays, a 
habit only; that it hardly corresponds as 
fully as women sti!l seem to think, to the 
real thoughts in the masculine mind. Mr. 
Lewis’ “Dodsworth” was, from this point of 
view, a highly significant social document: 
no _ cruel “exposure” of female pre- 
tensions has appeared in Britain—or could 
appear, because with us there is no such 
assumption of moral superiority to destroy, 
no such facile generalization current, de- 
spite the vast number of words devoted to 
the theme, at times, about the whole sex. 


We may, and do, talk about “women” doing... 


or thinking this or that but we accept far 


more fully, for practica].action, the simple »~ 


Ta 


truth that women are infinitely various. Fot 
homines, tot sententiae: tot feminae. : 
We know that. It doé@és not seem to me to be 
anything like so thoroughly accepted in 
America. And, until it is. there is no au- 
thentic emancipation possible. 

But I want, now, to release myself from 
the fallacies in which. as I know well and 
feel acutely, any writer who attempts any 
sort of generalization about a sex is instant- 
ly involved. Although my own opportunity 
of vision has been ‘restricted, I am most 
vividly aware of the delightful range of dif- 
ferences that divide the women whom it 
has been my privilege to meet while in the 
East and Middle West. In one respect, and 
that a most important one, they do resembie 
one another—and perhaps only in that one: 
they have a kindness that seems inex- 
haustible. And this kindness, when one 
takes in all it means, seems to me, at any 
time and in any place, the most precious 
and life-giving of human qualfties. To a 
bunch of people who possess that lovely 
attribute, what can one do but take off one’s 
hat in grateful salutation?

Those waiting outside were 
astounded. 

“Gas! Chlorine!” the leader of the party

As the gas spread ali dashed to the street, 
where was enacted a scene like a tiny corner 
of a battlefield in the early part of the 
World War. Several men were writhing with 
deadly nausea. Others were trying to ad- 
minister first aid.

Meanwhile from a patrol box telephone 
went calls. They brought ambulances and 
a motor police patrol. From it poured an- 
other two squads of mechanical men. But 
these had gas masks with them. And from 
the patrol wagon they brought pi¢kaxes and 
hatchets. 

Donning masks, one squad began chop- 
ing open the floo rabove the hiding place. 
The other squad, also protected with masks, 
stood ready to shoot. 

When half the floor was torn up, power- 
ful electric torches were lowered to the 
cellar. When this brought no volley of re- 
volver fire at a motioned signal from the 
leader of the attacking party six men, wear- 
ing gas masks, leaped down into the cellar 
ready for the fight of their lives. 


Betrayed to Death. 

But all that miet their sight was a hud- 
died figure on the floor, writhing in agony, 
with a gas mask over his head. The man 
was seized and rushed through the open- 
ing in the floor. 

In the fresh air the mask was taken off 
the man’s head. It was Johann Gutkind, 
the man the police were hunting in con- 
nection with the Kernstoff murder. He had 
prepared the gas defense; and a defect in 
the mask he depended upon betrayed him 
to death. For he died shortly after. 

Before his death he confessed that he 
had used the grocer’s clerk as a partly in- 
nocent accomplice in an attempt to rob 
Dr. Kernstoff. The wagonette held a long 
rope concealed under the soiled linen the 
policeman saw in his careless inspection. 
Gutkind’s method of entry was exactly what 
the police had deduced it was—by means 
of rope and a pair of steel spurs. 

Took No Loot. ; 

He opened Dr. Kernstoff’s window, and 
stepped across the sill without touching it, 
so as not to disturb the dust he knew the- 
oretically was there. He was gloved so he 
left no fingerprints. 

He had barely entered the living room, 
however, when Dr. Kernstoff leaped upon 
him. In the struggle Gutkind crashed in 
the man’s skull with his blackjack. But 
he was so frightened at having killed a 
man—-his first and only murder—that he 
decided to take no loot with him that 
might furnish the police with the remotest 
clew. But in the crime museum, in the 
great police headquarters on Alexander- 
platz, I saw the rope and spurs he had 
used—mute trophies of a battle between 
an original criminal and a German built

HERE have been times when I 
have thought ‘and said there are 
secrets in all trades but ours, 
Ja} Secrets, I say, not tricks. If you 
hewe ever tried to decipher a prescription 
(which, by the way, is none of your busi- 
ness) please don’t write to twit me of that 
lugubrious feature of the medical game. I 
hold no brief for the strange system cf 
prescription hieroglyphics, but as I say that 
is none of the layman’s business anyway. 
A prescription is merely a doctor’s order to 
a pharmacist and there is something to be 
said in favor of a secret code for such 
orders if the physicians and pharmacists 
wish to use such a system. The Latin names 
of things needs no defense; if you do not 
uncurstand why Latin is used, better not 
show your ignorance by criticizing doc- 
tors for using it. 


The trade secrets I wish to expose «re 
more subtle than that. They are ¢9 very 
subtle, inceed, 
people, even well educated people, fail to 
notice that any great secret is invoived. 
This gives the doctor who is so disposed 
a great cpportunity to trick his patrors, in 
a perfectly conventional and legitimate 
fashion, of course. 

Dr. John H. Kellogg, the sage of Battle 
Creek, has stated the case more frankly 
and naively than any other physician or 
health authority for many, many years, I 
think. 


Writing about the bad ‘habit -of over- 
heating our homes and offices, wearing too 
much clothing, even heating our vehicles, 
Dr. Kellogg says:

For example, 
those Cambridge, Mass., doctors who tried 
their darndest to be “stricken down” with 
something, anything at All, they didn’t care 
what in just the way the good Dr. Kellogg 
pictures, failed dismally, didn’t catch a 
thing.

You will notice I do not content myself 
with ridiculing Dr. Kelloge’s idea about 
“exposure” and “resistance,” as I might if 
he were some pee-wee health commissioner 
or other accidental “authority.” I attack his 
argument and teaching in all seriousness, 
because he is too big a man to deal with in 
any other way. 

In this quaint teaching Dr. Kellogg 1s 
assuming that such “exposure” as he plain- 
ly describes is in itself sufficient cause for

A fountain pen which Hoppe said he had 
given his mother was produced and identi- 
fied by relatives of Miss Croy as one “ex- 
actly similar” to one she was carrying 
the night she was killed. 

In the meanwhile the trial had gotten 
under way. The state piled up a powerful 
case against the prisoner and when the 
prosecution had rested the defense abrupt- 
ly changed the plea to guilty and threw 
Hoppe upon the mercy of the court. The 
defense stated that he was a sadist and 
therefore insane and that he should be 
placed in an asylum where he could be 


studied to prevent further outbreaks of the 
kind. 


PROSECUTION SCOFFS 
AT CROY CONFESSION. 


Leroy Hunt, prosecuting attorney, scof- 
fed at the Croy confession. He said that 
Hoppe had given them no basis for corrob- 
oration. The state insisted that the de- 
lense was making him admit these other 
crimes to Strengthen the insanity plea. The 
defense, on the other hand, pointed out that 
Hoppe had denied Committing any of the 
other clubber murders. 

Three judges heard both sides on the 
question of insanity and decided that

Such “exposure” as Dr. Kellogg pictures 
unquestionably does induce in individuals 
with chronic troubles of nose, throat or 
bronchi considerable immediate discomfort, 
but it is purely a mechanica)] reaction, and 


(barring the coincidence of a new infecé-, 


tion) it is invariably a temporary state, 
passing as soon after the ordinary or usual 
environment has been restored as it de 
veloped when the draft came. 

Thanks to the moral support given by 
such deplorable and untenable teachings as 
this of Dr. Kellogg's, a great many people 
of the class indicated—that, is, persons who 
have say, some form of chronic rhinitis of 
chronic bronchitis—hastily conclude, when 
they suffer such discomfort, that they are 
“taking cold” or “getting more cold,” and 
then, if the nose begins to run or if there 
is some sneezing, coughing or other expres- 
sion of the temporary engorgement of the 
affected region, unsophisticated observes are 
quite likely to think the idea is right. These 
near-invalids are responsible for most of 
the misunderstanding of the laity about 
this. They make a great noise about the 
“cold” they imagine they're “taking,” but 
they seldom point out to their friends the 
fact that the alleged “cold” failed to mate< 
rialize. So their friends run away with the 
conviction that some people do indeed de- 
velop a “cold” from a trifling draft. 

All of this I commend to Dr. Kellogg, and 
I hope he will ponder and pray over the 
thing before he prints any more balderdash 
about it.

“4 about the date. 

This is the last week in March 
» i and there are many things,.that 
should be done now, or they will have to 
remain undone for another year. That 
statement is not literally true, but is most- 
jy true. All through the winter and so far 
ihis spring, we have been planting flower- 
ing shrubs, evergreens, Gormant roses, 
hardy annual flowers, seeds and hardy 
vegetable seeds.” With the coming of April, 
this must all pass away for another year. 
Our gardening work will not stop. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we will have more work in the 
garden during the next three months than 
we have had in the last three months. 
Everything will soon be growing at a rapid 
yate and much of our time will necessarily 
be spent in fertilizing, cultivating and en- 
jeyving the work of the past winter. 

We cannot say, arbitrarily that no more 
trees, shrubs and dormant roses can be 
planted, but we do think that for best re- 
sults they should be planted immediately 
or that we should wait for another winter. 

Our thought then, is to call to mind those 
winter jobs that may still be done during 
the month of March. Our first thought con- 
cerns roses. Now is the time to check up 
om your roses that have been planted for 
several years. Remove all of the dead wood 
so that all of the sap may go into the good 
Jive branches. Give all of your roses a good, 
heavy fertilizing, bone meal is hard to beat 
in the case of roses. They will enjoy at least 
one big double handful of bone meal and 
two will not be too much, particularly for 
the climbers and very rank growers, such 
as Frau Kar! Druschki, Paul Neyron, Gen- 
eral Jacqueminot and the radiance roses. 


The dormant roses may Still be planted 
for a week or two. The roses are already be- 
ginning to leaf out in the garden which 
sbows that they should be planted immedi- 
aiely. For blossoms this year, it is necessary 
to plant two-year-old plants, which will 
bloom profusely the first year. One-year-old 
green house plants may be planted after 
the middle of April, but they should not 
be allowed to bloom the first year. Some 
of the more rapid, hardy growing sorts will 
attempt to flower the first year, but the 
buds should be removed as fast as. they 
appear. 

By the way! If you wish to be freed from 
black spot and rust on your roses this 
year, the method found to be most efec- 
tive is a mixture of sulphur and arsenate 
of Jead. This may be bought commercially 
under a number of different names, but 
they are all composed of nine parts of dust- 
ing sulphur and one part of arsenate of 
Jead. This mixture should be dusted on the 
yose bushes about once every two weeks. 
This is not a remedy for black spot, but is a 
preventative for it. After black spot or 
mildew has become established on a plant 
i, «© very hard to rid the plant of it, but 
this is another case of “a stitch in time 
save nine.” There is one plant that black- 
spot particularly likes, that is the old- 
fashioned Dorothy Perkins rose. If you have 
m Dorothy Perkins rose that has become 
jmfested with this disease, the best thing 
thai vou can do is te pull the plant up by 
the roots and replace it with Some more 
hardy climber, such as Climbing American 
Beauty, Paul's Scarlet or Dr. Van Fleet. 

- Our soil here is particularly suited for 
yose growing as we have such a fine foun- 
slation of clay. Clay seems to be the roses 
Javorite soil. Of course, the top layer of 
soi] should be of a rich, loamy nature and 
ehould be filled with plant food and humus. 
The plant food can be gotten from well- 
yotted stable manure, bone meal or one of 
the commercial fertilizers. The humus can 

be supplied from woods earth or by incor- 

porating peat moss with the soil. . 

In planting rose bushes, dig a hole large 
enough that the roots may be spread out 
in a natural position. Break up the sub- 
soi] beneath this hole and mix in a double 
handful of bone meal. Place the plant in the 
hole about an inch lower than it stood in 
the nursery. As the dirt is raked into the 
hole shake the plant slightly at the same 
lume working the soil close to the roots 
with the hands and fingers. If you are 
planting budded roses, and aimost al] of 
{he roses sold now are budded ones, be 
svre that the bud is at least an inch below 
the surface of the soil. It is best to water 
the plant thoroughly after the dirt has been 
packed tightiv. This watering heips to settle 
the dirt and gives necessary moisture to 
make plant food available. 

The roses will stand considerable cultiva- 
tion. It hast been said that the so] cannet

be too tight about the roots, nor too loose 
at the surface. Shallow cultivation should 
be practised at least once every two weeks 
and should also be practised after each rain, 
not too soon after the rain, but better the 
following day. To get best results from 
roses, the flowers should be cut as fast as 
they appear. This suits almost everybody, 
yourself, your neighbors and friends who 
will appreciate a bunch of roses, and the 
plants themselves. Take as long a stem as 
possible, and it is best to plunge this stem 
into water and leave it there for an hour 
or two immediately after cutting. 

Another thought that occurs to me that 
we should all be aware of, is that the time 
is drawing near when flowering shrubs 
should not be transplanted to best advan- 
tage. These plants should be transplanted 
before they are fully leaved out. Some of 


_<he earlier sorts are already fairly well 


leaved out. There are so many of the flow- 
ering shrubs that it is next to impossible 
to more than mention a few of the more 
popular ones. 

The Crepe Myrtle is one of the most 
popular ones. This plant may be used as a 
lawn specimen plant and is unsurpassed 
for street planting. One of the most beauti- 
ful streets in Atlanta during the summer 
months is Brookwood Hills drive. The Crepe 
Myrtles that are planted there make the 
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street a thing of beauty throughout ‘the 
summer. These have been there for only 
three or four years and bloomed profusely 
last summer. The Crepe Myrtle needs a 
little special care when transplanting. The 
tops should be pruned severely and the soil 
packed very tightly about the roots. It 
should be soaked immediately after planting 
for best results. Very often Crepe Myrtles 
will not immediately start growth, but you 


“need not be worried for they probably will 


leaf out later. We have seen a few plants 
that didn't show a sign of life until the 
second year from planting and then @rew 
off at a fine rate. 

The spireas probably bring more beauty 
to the shrubbery border and the home gen- 
erally than any other family of plants. The 
Spirea Thunbergi is the first one to bloom. 
It is a dwarf plant, seldom attaining a 
height of more than three feet. In the early 
part of March it covers itself with beautiful 
white flowers that are followed. by ver¥ 
pretty, feathery foliage. It is particularly 
fine for the foreground planting. The 
bridal wreath spirea, Van Houtte, blooms 


the latter part of March and some years — 


the first part of April. This spirea is also 
white, having larger flowers. It is often 
used for cut flowers. It will grow to a 
height of six and sometimes eight feet. The 
foliage is very dark green and is held on

This year tne Forsythia has been particu-. ° 
larly beautiful. It is not tod late to plant 
some of these if you haven't a few of thein 
aiready. The common name for this plan. 
is “Golden Bell” and that is a very apt 
name for it. When the plant is in fuil 
bloom, it seems that each plant has a mii- 
lion golden bells hanging from it, It gives 
us the first real riot of color to announce 
the coming of spring. The plant is fortunate 
in that very few diseases ever touch it. 


Butterfly bush is a joy all summer, A joy. 
not only to you, but also to the butter- 
flies that are attracted to it. If for no other 
reason, plant some of these for their sake. 
It will bloom throughout the entire summer 
and will bloom even more profusely if the 
flowers are cut often. The flowers are lilac 
like ones and are held on long stems. They: 
make fine cut flowers for the house. 

All of the other tlowering shrubs, such 
as deutzias, bush honeysuckles, beauty bush, 
altheas, lilacs and jasmines may be planted 
now. But for best" results they should be* 
planted immediately. 

The preparation for the planting of these 
flowering shrubs is the same as for roses, 
except that they should have larger holes, 
should have more fertilizer, but require Jess 
attention after they are planted. 


By the way, just as soon as the flowering 
shrubs, and we mean by spring flowering 
shrubs, those that bloom before the first of 
June, have finished blossoming is the cor- 
rect time to prune them. There is one gen- 
eral rule that should be followed in prun- 
ing, particularly for flowering shrubs, prune 
at the bottom and not the top. 
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The ohov> ilust: atio:: i wid show What we 
mean better than we can explain it. 

Young, vigorous, healthy shrubs kee, 
throwing up new shoots from the base, but 
if each plant is left year after year without 
thining, soon there is no room for young 
shoots, Since the entire plant is choked by 
the old siems, young growth ceases, 

However, if the éid stems are taken out, 
their places are soon taken by the .young, 

‘new growth. Thus the entire shrub con- 
stantiy renews itself and remains young 
and lovely indefinitely. The common method 
of pruning at the top causes the shrub to 
become an unattractive leggy plant, bearing 
a minimum amount of flowers and foliage. 
Consequently you should remove the oldest 
stems at each pruning. These should be 
cut out as near the ground as is poasibirc. 
It is only for formal hedge effects that the 
tips of branches should be removed, ‘The 

’ best examples of this are boxwood, bay trees 
and hedges.
